Not For Birds Only 


Boston is a city with a wealth of parks, 
but none can really be mentioned in the 
same breath of fresh air as 25 acres in 
Brookline called the D. Blakely Hoar 
Wildlife Area. Set incongruously within 
the boundaries of a major highway (the 
VFW Parkway) and a housing develop- 
ment (Westbrook Village), this is a park 
that’s not really a park, but a patch of 
eastern wilderness. Thanks to the far- 
sighted will of the Brookline lawyer/con- 
servationist for whom is was named, this 
is a public sanctuary of the forest and 
meadow primeval. Unpruned and un- 
mowed, it is a sight and smell for the 
sore senses of city dwellers, a trip to the 
country available via train and bus. 


Established in 1961 and maintained 
by the Conservation Commission, it was 
to have been the site of a parking lot, but 


‘was rescued by the $200,000 trust fund 


that accrued from the 1923 will of lawyer 
Hoar, an associate of Louis Brandeis. 
Hoar envisioned a bird sanctuary in the 
Charles River watershed, a description 
fitting the acreage around the Saw Mill 
Brook, which rises in the preserve and 
flows through Brook Farm on its way to 
the Charles in Dedham. The sanctuary 
is accessible through a_partly-over- 
grown trail marked with recycled tin can 
tops that leads through what the 
Conservation Commission says is a 
haven for some 50 birds — including the 
hairy woodpecker, fish crow and tufted 
titmouse. Besides being an outdoor 
aviary, the sanctuary features a soothing 
sampling of eco-systems: a creek filled 
with frogs and turtles, wildflower 
meadows, hemlock groves and wetlands, 
as well as stands of towering maples and 
imposing outcroppings of regionally- 
famous pudding-stone rock. Together on 
the two-mile trail, they provide an in- 
terlude of sweet relief, a chance for re- 
discovering the funky scent of life and 
the buzz of creatures. 

Limited picnicking is permitted, and 
wild mint and berries abound. Open 
between dawn and dusk, the wildlife 
area lies near Gerry Road at the border 
of Westbrook Village. It can be reached 
by taking a bus (52) for Westbrook 
Village from the Forest Hills station 
followed by a short walk through the 
housing project up Sherman Road. If in 
doubt, ask directions for the Baker 
School, whose grounds adjoin the 
wildlife area. By car, take the Jamaica- 
way to the VFW Parkway and turn right 
onto Independence, then left on to Sher- 
man to Gerry. Wear your long pants.

Nabbing by Numbers 


The Great Bicycle Rip-Off has been 
haunting Boston pedalers for longer 
than anyone wants to remember, and 
Joel Weingarten is trying a new method 
to combat the madness. It’s called The 
Bicycle Hotline, and the plan is to keep 
a record of the serial number, descrip- 
tion and place of purchase of every new 
bicycle sold in the Boston/Cambridge 
area. When a bike is stolen the angry 
owner can phone in these vital statistics 
and alert bicycle shops to be on the 
lookout for the missing vehicle. If a 
suspicious bike is brought in for repair or 
resale the serial number and sales 
receipt will provide the necessary proof 
to nab the thief, and the bike can then 
be returned to its rightful owner. 


Joel installed the Hotline in his Bicy- 
cle Workshop last week and plans to cir- 
culate a weekly list of stolen bikes to 
more than 16 stores in the Greater 
Boston vicinity. “I’ve been suspicious 
about bikes that have been brought in 
for repair,” says Joel, “but I couldn’t 
prove they were stolen. If people record 
the serial numbers on their sales slips we 
can help them.” 

The Hotline number is 354-7555 and 
will be open from 9:30 to 6, Monday 
through Saturday. Volunteers are need- 
ed to answer calls and start an informa- 
tion file. “This system can’t be 100 per- 
cent effective,” admits Joel, ‘but if we 
recover a bike or two a month, we’ll be 
doing a lot.” —L.K.

The Glory That Was Glass 


“Whatever you do, don’t put anything 
in your article about a lost art. If 
anything’s been lost it’s the customers. 
They’ve been calling this a lost art for 75 
years.” 

Bob Murray and his brother Joe don’t 
get much work these days down at 
O’Duggan Studios on St. Botolph 
Street. The Murrays are expert artisans 
in the field of stained glass windows. 
Modern architecture being what it is 
and with churches heading for the 
poorhouse right and left, the once thriv- 
ing studios have experienced a 
phenomenal drop in business over the 
past few years. Be that as it may, Bob 
and Joe Murray put in some time every 


day tinkering about the dust covered 
workrooms in the building that has 
housed their sister’s business for 39 
years. 

Back in the days when Boston was the 
stained glass capital of America, 
O’Duggan Studios was commissioned 
for jobs throughout New York, New 
Jersey and New England. Their more re- 
cent accomplishments include windows 
in the Catholic Cathedral on 
Washington Street, St. Susanna’s in 
Dedham, St. Elizabeth’s in West Acton 
and the enormous windows in the 
Worcester Cathedral. 

. Today it’s all hard times. Most of 
O’Duggan’s business is in selling glass to 
hobbyists and semi-pros. Bob Murray 
reflects with humor on the fact that the 
state of the art piece has recently 
switched from jewelry boxes to 
terrariums. “Now I don’t know who’s 
ever going to use all these terrariums, 
but that’s what most people who come 
in here say they’re doing.” 

O’Duggan Studios is still open for 
business (from approximately 9:30 to 4) 
and you don’t have to be building a 
church to use them. Besides trafficking 
in hard to get stained glass, the com- 
pany repairs existing windows common 
in Boston houses built before 1915. Their 
window-making facilities are both com- 
plete and operational, waiting for the 
next job to come along. Bob Murray 
points out that the business survived the 
depression and predicts, “Things will 
pick up in, say, ten years or so.”

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Krishna Calls Deprogramming ‘Mental Torture’

A bit of advice to Dr. Eli 
Shapiro of Newton: if Ted 
Patrick offers any kind of a 
money-back guarantee on his 
deprogramming fee, you’d better 
apply for it. 

Edward Shapiro, the 20-year- 
old treasurer of Boston’s Hare 
Krishna Temple, is back keeping 
the books just as he was four 
weeks ago. And though he was 
removed from the temple by his 
parents, forced to go through 
“deprogramming” at the hands 
of anti-cult crusader Patrick and 
his crew — a procedure Shapiro 
describes as “torture” — his con- 
viction to adhere to the Krishna 
philosophy and lifestyle seems 
today to be as strong as it ever 
was. 

Shapiro and another member 
of the Eastern sect, 25-year-old 
Lee Allan Roth, left the temple 
on North Beacon Street, Allston 
on August 5 in the custody of 
their fathers (see Phoenix cover 
story, August 20, 1974). They 
were taken to the Shapiro home 
on Commonwealth Ave., New- 
ton, where they met Ted Patrick, 
known in the trade as “Black 
Lightning.”’ Patrick, a 44-year- 
old black man, is a former com- 
munity relations specialist for 
California Gov. Ronald Reagan 
— but for the last three years he 
has been going around the coun- 
try in search of young people in 
religous cults. 

A week after Shapiro dis- 
appeared from the temple he 
told the clerk of the Newton 
District Court that he was not 
being held against his will, and a 
charge of kidnaping brought by 
the Krishna sect against Dr. 
Shapiro was denied. 

Now, at last, Ed Shapiro’s own 
version of these events comes 
out. 

“They tortured me,” Shapiro 
repeated when asked how the 
deprogramming technique 
works. The tall, gangly youth 
flashes a wide, gap-toothed smile 
and points to the back of his now 
freshly-shaven head. “They cut 
off my sikah [the small pony- 
tail-like strand of hair that 
Krishnas wear].” 

When Shapiro, a diabetic, 
arrived at his father’s home that 
Monday afternoon for what he 
thought was going to be his 
regular weekly check-up, he dis- 
covered the furniture in the 
basement had been re-arranged 
to accommodate a group of 20 or 
more people, some of whom he 
recognized as relatives and 
neighbors, and others he didn’t 
know at all — Patrick’s crew of 
former cultists and parents of 
cultists. ‘“These people want to 
speak to you,” Dr. Shapiro told 
his son. 

Ed was confused but perfectly 
willing to discuss the Krishna 
philosophy with anyone who 
wanted to listen. But as he 
spoke, he discovered his 
audience was rather rude. “They 
would interrupt, tear down 
everything I said. They were un- 
believably hostile.” 

The hell with this, he thought, 
and he headed for the door. It 
was locked. “You're not leaving 
until we finish our discussion,” 
said one of the deprogramming 
crew. Shapiro walked into his 
father’s adjoining basement of- 
fice, sat down, and began chan- 
ting “Hare Krishna.” 

“Then this snake walked in,” 
Shapiro said. “Ted Patrick.” 

Patrick is a short but 
powerfully-built man with a 
commanding presence, booming 
voice and, according to Ed 
Shapiro, “big beady eyes.” 

have been 
brainwashed,”’ Patrick said with 
a challenging gesture. 

“He started telling me non- 
sense lies about the [Krishna] 
movement,’’ Shapiro said. 
“Blasphemous things. Lies. 
Patrick is black himself, but one 
of the things he said was did I 
know that my spiritual master 
[A.C. Bhaktivedanta, leader of 
the Krishna movement] was 
married to a nigger? He would 
say anything to get me mad.” 


Patrick then produced a small 
tape recorder and began playing 
tapes of former Krishna 
members saying that they had 
been duped by the movement. 
“He wanted me to admit I had 
been hypnotized,” Shapiro said. 
“T never admitted that. Not once 
throughout the whole thing.” 

Shapiro said that Patrick 
himself never once laid hands on 
him (which is one reason he’s 
been successful in avoiding law 
suits and criminal charges across 
the country. “I never touch 
them,” he told the Phoenix a 
week ago. “I leave that to the 
parents’) but that “he has thugs 


off my hands,’ and started chan- 
ting on my fingers.” 

“Krishna is in my heart,” 
Shapiro told his tormenters. 
“You can’t take him out of my 
heart.” 

“‘We’re just asking you to 
think,” they said. 

“I was never convinced by 
their arguments because they 
offered no proof,” Shapiro said. 
‘But by midnight or so I was ex- 
hausted and decided to fake it — 


just so they’d stop. I sat up and 


started listening.” 

At this point, Patrick declared 
to the gathering that Shapiro 
was ‘“‘cured.’’ “I was just 


leave this place. These people 
are holding me against my 
will.’ ” No mention of that either 
in Sgt. Gorgone’s report or in his 
court testimony. “All the people 
from the deprogramming group 
told the police they were 
relatives,” said Shapiro, ‘“‘and 
Ted Patrick took him [Gorgone] 
into the next room. He came out 
later and said he was leaving me 
with my parents.” 

Patrick, according to Newton 
Police, showed Gorgone 
newspaper clippings about other 
deprogrammings he had con- 
ducted. “‘We’ll just leave you 
here for the night,”” Sgt. Gorgone 
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The Sikah Got Deprogrammed, Too 


he brings with him and they 
keep you in line.” 


Three Choices 


The Krishna teachings, accor- 
ding to Shapiro, offer three 
choices to its devotees when they 
face blasphemy. The first is to 
leave the place, the second is to 
kill the person being 
blasphemous, and, if all else 
fails, the third is ‘‘to kill 
yourself.” 

So when Shapiro found he 
couldn’t leave, he began swing- 
ing his fists wildly. He says he 
gave his mother a black eye and 
was finally restrained by 
“Patrick’s thugs.’’ Then he 
threatened to kill himself and 
suddenly was surrounded by 
relatives trying to calm him 
down. 

“What do you want from me?” 
he asked. 

“We only want you to think,” 
one of them said. 

Shapiro began chanting “Hare 
Krishna’’ again, and the 
“techniques” being used against 
him suddenly took a bizarre 
turn. 

“The people started to yell, 
scream, make funny noises, 


‘gurgle, make animal noises — 


anything,” he said. ‘““They were 
trying to freak me out complete- 
ly. One would make faces. 
Another would race into the 
room, scream in my face, and 
race out again. And in the 
background was Ted Patrick 
playing strange combinations of 
music and discordant sounds on 
his tape recorder.” 

“I smashed the tape recorder,” 
Shapiro said, ‘but they just got 
another one from upstairs and 
kept on.”’ 

At this point, Shapiro says, 
they really started to manhandle 
him. “They grabbed me and cut 
off my sikah,” he said. “They 
ripped the neck beads off my 
neck, and they stole my japa 
[prayer beads] by cutting them 
right off my fingers. I just laugh- 
ed and said, ‘But you can’t cut

awaiting the opportunity to 
make a fast break,” he says now. 

At 2 a.m. the house was asleep 
and Ed Shapiro made a phone 
call to the Krishna temple. In 
hushed tones, he asked to be 
rescued. ““They’re doing terrible 
things to us,”’ he said. The other 
boy, Lee Roth, was in an upstairs 
bedroom “totally spaced out,” 
he says. 

A. band of Krishnas arrived, 
tried to break in and the police 
were called. Newton Police 
Sergeant Frank Gorgone decided 
to leave Ed in his parents’ 
custody, told the anxious cult 
members outside that if they 
returned in the morning they 
would certainly be allowed to 
speak with him, and left. He 
wrote in his report: “Edward 
Shapiro appeared to be in a con- 
fused state of mind and was real- 
ly unable to give a rational deci- 
sion on his own.” 

Not true, says Ed Shapiro 
now. “I told the police sergeant 
‘I’m above 18 years old, I want to 


told him. “‘We’ll be back in the 
morning to pick you up.” 

But at 7 a.m., Ed Shapiro and 
the whole crew left the house and 
headed for a Framingham motel. 
He says he tried twice to make a 
break for it — once outside his 
home and again at the motel 
where he locked himself into the 
bathroom, tore a towel rack off 
the wall, and ran outside swing- 
ing it at anyone who came near 
him. Each time he was subdued 
by his younger brother, Bob, he 
said. “Though I did manage once 
to smash him in the ribs,” he 
added. ‘Krishna teaches that 
sometimes violence is necessary 
when good arguments fail.” 

Back inside the motel room, 
Patrick and his helpers reapplied. 
the pressure. ‘““They grabbed me, 
shook me, and shouted, ‘Snap 
out of it,’ ” he said. “They kept 
saying blasphemies against the 
movement. I was exhausted. I 
had been up all night and I had 
great anxiety. I was lying on the 
floor chanting, and they started

tickling me to make me stop. 
That worked.” 

Again, Shapiro gave in, sat up 
and said, ‘What do you want me 
to do?” 

“We just want you to think,” 
they said. 

“I admit I began doubting 
then,” he said, “but I was simply 
confused and bewildered, that’s 
all. They can isolate you from 
the movement and torture you 
and get you to believe anything 
for a little while — we’re not 
perfect beings. It was psy- 
chological torture.” 

From the Framingham motel 
Shapiro was driven by a group of 
Patrick’s helpers to Toronto, 
where he stayed for a few days 
with the family of another 
former cultist — thus the claim 
in court of Dr. Shapiro’s lawyers 
that Ed was “traveling with 
friends.” 


Temptation 


From there, he said, he was 
taken to another Patrick home 
on a lake in Ontario, Canada, 
where he was treated to a few of 
the sensual pleasures denied him 
by the Krishnas. “I went swim- 
ming, sailing, and boating,” 
Shapiro said. “They provided 
me with intoxication and 
cigarettes. Occasionally they 
took me downtown to night 
clubs. They tempted me with all 
sorts of material things to keep 
me in their clutches. I was bored 
as anything.” 

Shapiro was flown back to 
Newton to testify that he had 
never been kidnaped or held 
against his will before Henry 
Shultz, clerk of the Newton 
District Court. “I did say I 
hadn’t been held against my will 
because I was afraid not to,” he 
claims. ‘“‘My father pleaded with 
me. He said his life and reputa- 
tion were on the line.” 

That same night, Shapiro was 
flown to Montreal where he was 
to have participated in the 
deprogramming of a member of 
the Children of God sect. But it 
never came to pass. Shapiro says 
that Ted Patrick’s claim in last 
week’s Phoenix that he had par- 
ticipated in the deprogramming 
of four other Krishna members 
in Cleveland was a lie. “I was 
never in Cleveland,” Shapiro 
said. “I spent the whole time in 
Canada.” 

Next, he says, he was taken to 
stay with a Prof. MacPherson in 
a small town in Ontario. “They 
took me to bars and tried to get 
me intoxicated every night,” he 
says. ‘‘‘You’ve taken Hare 
Krishna away from me,’ I kept 
telling them, ‘but can you tell 
me the purpose to life?’ 

“They simply said the purpose 
to life is to do anything you want 
and enjoy yourself. But I was 
really unhappy and they had 
taken something away from me 


3 that had made me happy.” 


Still, Ed Shapiro had no inten- 
tions of going back to the temple. 
He got a call just a week ago 
from his parents, who were stay- 
ing with relatives in Goldsboro, 
North Carolina. They asked him 
to fly down and join them, and 
he agreed. 

It was the first time Ed 
Shapiro had been allowed to 
travel alone since he had been 
deprogrammed. He had to 
change planes in Washington. 
He says he was sitting in Dulles 
Airport with cigarettes in one 
pocket, ‘“‘a bottle of booze” in 
another, reading ‘ta sex book.” 
Then he met a Krishna devotee 
from Washington whom he 
knew. Shapiro never boarded the 
plane for North Carolina. 

are you doing this for?” 
asked the devotee. 

Shapiro was stuck for an 
answer, so he threw away his 
cigarettes, bottle, and book. 
“OK,” he said. ‘““Take me back 
to the temple.” 

Shapiro is convinced that he 
met the other devotee in the 
Washington airport ‘‘by 
Krishna’s arrangement.” He 
went to the Washington Krishna

KENNEDY 
DEFECTION 


Lawrence O’Brien, the former 
national chairman of the 
Democratic Party, says he is op- 
posed to the candidacy of 
Senator Edward Kennedy for 
President in 1976. O’Brien 
makes his declaration in a new 
book, No Final Victories, to be 
published by Doubleday in Oc- 
tober. One of the original Irish 
Mafia, O’Brien is a seasoned 
political operative who has been 
on the Kennedy team since the 
first Kennedy presidential bid. 
O’Brien’s telephone in the 
Watergate complex was the one 
that the bungling burglars were 
after. A suppressed section of the 
final Senate Watergate Com- 
mittee report suggests that 
O’Brien’s link to Howard 
Hughes as a $10,000 a week 
public relations agent may have 
been the motive behind the 
Watergate break-in. The Nixon 
White House horror squad, the 
committee report elaborates, 
may have feared that O’Brien 
knew about the $100,000 stash 
Hughes gave to Bebe Rebozo for 
Nixon’s personal comfort. 

O’Brien says that an article on 
Chappaquiddick by Robert 
Sherrill in the New York Times 
Sunday Magazine changed his 
mind about Teddy’s future.

The 
investigators will therefore be in- 
vestigating themselves. 


ROCKY & ATTICA 


The vice presidential confir- 
mation hearings of Nelson 
Rockefeller may have some ex- 
traordinary witnesses. The At- 
tica Brothers Legal Defense 
Committee has requested 
members of Congress to invite 
representatives of the defense 
team to testify. The committee 
charges that Rocky’s handling of 
the Attica affair “demonstrates a 
total lack of judgment and dis- 
regard for human well-being.” 
Rockefeller, then New York’s 
governor, refused to listen to the 
complaints of rebellious 
prisoners; instead, he approved 
an assault by 1500 armed 
troopers who killed 32 inmates 
and nine guards. The McKay 
Commission, appointed by the 
state to examine the evidence, 


directly blamed the massacre on 
prison officials and New York 
State pols (namely Rockefeller). 
Rocky, however, is close to being 
one heartbeat away from the 
Presidency while 61 Attica in- 
mates are facing trials just 
beginning in Buffalo, New York. 
More than half of the members 
of the Special Grand Jury that 
handed down the Attica in- 
dictments were personally ac- 
quainted with Attica prison 
guards. The Rocky confirmation 
hearings and the Attica trials 
stand in sharp ironic contrast. 

In the Boston area the third 
anniversary of the bloodbath 
(September 13) will be 
remembered at activities 
scheduled at Tufts University. 
On Wednesday night, 
September 11, Cindy Firestone’s 
film, Attica, will be shown. The 
next night, Big Black, an Attica 
defendant, and Ramsey Clark 
will speak. On the afternoon of 
September 13 workshops will be 
held on Attica and prisons in 
Massachusetts.

The Attorney General’s Race: A Field of Non-Politicians?

“The charge by my opponent 
that I have more political ex- 
agg than he does is a dirty 
e. 
—from the cartoon feature, 
“‘Dunagin’s People.” 


It is, of course, another ele- 
ment of that tiresome thing that 
is being referred to as the 
Watergate legacy. This is the 
year for candidates for public of- 
fice to talk about their political 
independence, their lack of a 
political background, and to 
charge that their opponents are 
old pols of one form or another 
and what we need is a fresh face. 

This is particularly true in the 
free-for-all battle for Attorney 
General that has attracted no 
less than nine men (maybe four 
or five of whom fall into that 
rather vague category of 
“serious” candidates). Most of 
them are claiming this year not 
to be pols — even some who 
clearly are. 

Ironically, however, when the 
dust of this rather topsy-turvy 
battle has settled, the likely 
result is that the two candidates 
with the best-known names (bas- 
ed on past experience running 
statewide) will be nominated in 
the Sept. 10 primary. Those are 
Josiah Spaulding, the 
Republican, who ran against 
Teddy Kennedy in 1970 and lost, 
and Francis X. Bellotti, the 
Democrat, who has more ex- 
perience at losing than anyone 
else on the ballot this year. 

I think most people would con- 
cede that a losing record in past 
campaigns does little to qualify a 
man to be the state’s chief law 
enforcement officer. But with so 
many running and so little 
media attention, the candidates 
themselves say they have dif- 
ficulty keeping straight which 
one stands where on what issue 
and why. For the voter, of 
course, an intelligent choice bas- 
ed on the issues becomes virtual- 
ly impossible. 

Frank Bellotti, who is starting 
to turn grey at the temples but 
still looks tanned and fit, has 
been around so-long that a lot of 
people have the idea he’s a 
former governor or something. 

But the “or something” is that 
he served two years as lieutenant 
governor, from 1962 to 1964. His 
record in office was un- 
remarkable, but that’s not 
necessarily a criticism. The 
lieutenant governor, after all, 
has nothing to do. Bellotti then 
ran for governor and lost, ran for 
attorney general and lost, and 
ran for governor again and lost. 
Now he’s running for attorney 
general again. 

“Bellotti’s bumper stickers 
used to mention the office,” 
quips George Sacco, one of his 
opponents, “but this year he got 
smart. All they say is ‘Bellotti.’ 
That way he can use them again 
next time, and the time after 
that, and... .” Sacco reported- 
ly jumped into the race after 
receiving assurances that Bellot- 
ti would stay out, and is bitter 
that he has lost his ethnic base 
because of Bellotti’s entry. 

For that reason, Sacco’s con- 
servative supporters, including 
legislative regulars, are unlikely 
to help Bellotti in the final. And 
liberal Democrats and 
Independents are likely to cross 
over and vote for the Republican 
— all three GOP candidates are 
more progressive and more con- 
cerned about civil liberties than 
Bellotti. His opponents, in other 
words, say Frank might be able 
to take the primary, but he’ll 
certainly live up to his loser’s 
reputation in the final. 

Bellotti says he can win 
because he’s so well known and 
should win because “‘it’s a 
lawyer’s job and I have a reputa- 
tion as one of the best trial 
lawyers in the state. I’ve tried 
more cases, probably 3,000, than 
all my opponents. combined.”

it, he would use the office to at- 
tack organized crime and, since 
he has no obligations to the par- 
ty, he could go in and investigate 
corruption in government. He’s 
opposed to gun control, against 
prison furloughs, and totally in- 
sensitive to the issue of gay 
rights. But he does stress his op- 
position to sex discrimination 
and advocates creation of an of- 
fice of women’s rights — ap- 
parently his only concession to 
the fact that the times, they are 
a-changin’. 

In all other respects, Bellotti 
seems to be the candidate of the 
previous decade. “I have friends 
in every town in the state,” 


* Bellotti says, “and they still 
remember me from my past. 


campaigns.” Those friends have 
given him over $150,000 this 
time around, so they must think 
he’s a winner. But, of course, 
they’re getting older every year. 

The Democrat with the best 
shot at knocking off Bellotti in 
the primary, Edward F. “Ted” 
Harrington, is liberal, non- 
political and all that. But he’s 
still an odd post-Watergate can- 
didate. He’s very good at bugg- 
ing phones. 

Harrington is the former head 
of the Justice Dept’s Organized 
Crime Strike Force for New 
England and claims at least par- 
tial credit for landing such im- 
portant government informants 
on mob activities as Joseph Bar- 
boza Baron, John J. ‘‘Red’’ Kel- 
ly, and Vincent Teresa. He 
describes himself as ‘‘a 
progressive Kennedy liberal” 
and “the only non-politician in 
the race.” 

Harrington is proposing the 
legalization of all forms of 
gambling, as a law enforcement 
measure to cut off what he says 
is the Mafia’s chief source of 
revenue. “When a substantial 
majority of otherwise law- 
abiding citizens violate a law,” 
Harrington says, ‘‘that law can’t 
be enforced and should be done 
away with.” 

He may be non-political, but 
Harrington has a strong base of 
support in Fall River, where his 
family has been politically 
prominent, and should also do 
well in Essex County, where his 
name will be confused with that 
of two other Harringtons — 
Senate President Kevin and 
Congressman Michael. 

It is ironic that he blasts 
Bellotti for “running on his

“our own Tip.” “I’d-rather be a 
hydrant in North Cambridge,” 
added Tip, ‘‘than be Vice- 
President.” 


Rep. O'Neill was not, of 
course, stopping in town between 
trips to Cheyenne and South 
Carolina. merely to extol the 
Cambridge water supply. It 
seems that a young stockbroker 
whose nose and name bear a 
strong resemblance to his was 
guest of honor at the party, and 
Tip couldn’t pass it by. “His 
mother and I are so proud of 
him,” said Tip, and the mul- 
titude applauded freshman state 
legislator Thomas P. O’ Neill III, 
its representative in the eighth 
Middlesex district and a can- 
didate for the next Lieutenant 
Governor of Massachusetts. 


In case his nearly $50,000 of 
advertising has missed you, 
“Young Tip,’’ as some un- 
flatteringly call him (he prefers 
Tommy), stands a rather good 
chance of winning, on 
September 10, the first-ever 
state primary for the $25,000 a 
year Lt. Gov.’s post, and the 
right to run with either Robert 
Quinn or Mike Dukakis in 
November. Until this year, the 
candidate was picked at the

now-abolished party conventions 
by the gubernatorial nominee. 
(Current Lt. Gov. Donald 
Dwight is unopposed in the 
Republican primary.) 


O’Neill’s apparent standing is 
a source of some chagrin to 
Boston City Councillor 
Christopher Iannella who, in 
another year against another 
name, might have had little 
problem capping. a long and 
rather conscientious political 
career with the safe, ceremonial 
lieutenant’s job. For now, 
Iannella is leading three of the 
five candidates in the pre- 
primary polls, but, as one TV 
commentator said on the day in 
April young O’Neill announced 
his candidacy, ‘“‘We have a front- 
runner.” 


It’s not an unexpected turn of 
events for an election in which 
personalities are destined to 
dominate issues, even though 
Iannella and O'Neill are com- 
peting to top each other’s 
friendship for the workingman, 
concern about inflation, and 
visions of an expanded role for 
the state’s second-in-command. 
Basically the Lt. Gov. has vir- 
tually no official duties — most-

Krishna Objectivity 

For more than four years I have been in 
close and continuous contact with the 
Hare Krishna sect. From the beginning, 
the Hare Krishna devotees knew and 
accepted the fact that I, as an 
anthropologist, was to be no more than a 
participant-observer of their sect. It was 
clear to them that I had no intention of 
becoming a member of their movement. 
Nevertheless, they warmly welcomed me 
into their temples in Boston, New York, 
West Virginia, London and Amsterdam. I

was always allowed to roam about these 
temples and freely participate in 
whatever activities I found useful to my 
work. During these years I overheard and 
took part in many conversations that 
would not be heard by the average visitor 
to the temples. The devotees were always 
patient and cooperative when I question- 
ed them about their beliefs and their 
lifestyle. 

This study has resulted in a book, The 
American Children of Krishna, to be 
published this fall by Holt, Rinehart, and 
Winston. In some ways the book is highly 
critical of the sect, but I have tried to pre- 
sent the truth as clearly as possible so 
that the problems as well as the satisfac- 
tions of Hare Krishna life are apparent. 
While O’Brian’s treatment of the 
deprograming of the two former Hare 
Krishnas was objectively presented, Faye 
Levine’s -article was unfairly slanted 
(Phoenix, Aug. 20). 

In June one of the devotees gave me Ms. 
Levine’s book The Strange World of the 
Hare Krishnas. Some of the devotees had 
read it and were feeling hurt and mis- 
represented by the mood that the book 
created. I too, was unhappy with the im- 
plications of the book. It could have been 
an impartial, objective and useful study. 
Instead it was filled with innuendos about 
“strange sexual habits,” “secret ecstasy 
that keeps the Hare Krishnas 
enthralled,” an illegal drug trade, and 
their sources of funds. 

From reading Levine’s book we learn 
that the strange sexual habits turn out to 
be nothing more than celibacy. True, in 
American society this may be considered 
aberrant behavior, but celibacy is com- 
monly a preference of religious sects of 
many divergent traditions. The secret 
ecstasy is the same repetitive chanting 
and dancing that keeps these young 
minds and bodies free of drugs, alcohol, 
and boredom, and is seen on street corners 
wherever the Hare Krishnas settle. The il- 
legal drug trade turns out to be a fantasy 
of an ex-devotee, who Levine herself 
labels “‘plainly disturbed.” The sources of 
funds are a couple of rich Indians, George 


Harrison, and book and incense sales. The 
success of the Hare Krishna incense 
business is hardly a secret since its 
phenomenal growth was written up in the 
Wall Street Journal (July 12, 1973). 

In her Boston Phoenix article Levine 
says, “The relationship between the Hare 
Krishnas and the burgeoning drug cult 
has yet to be understood.” More innuen- 
do. Toward the end of the article more in- 
sinuations about devil worship and 
satanism appear. None of these ac- 
cusations are supported by Ms. Levine’s 
own observation of the facts, nor are they 
objective. To my knowledge these ac- 
cusations are simply untrue. 

While it is my opinion that the Hare 
Krishnas cannot provide easy answers to 
the dilemmas of modern living, it is cer- 
tain that the facts demonstrate that the 
sect presents a refuge from a life which 
many young people find intolerable. They 
feel helpless, overpowered, depressed, and 
alienated from their own society and 
families. They feel betrayed by the 


_hypocrisy of politics, by useless wars, by 


promises of happiness offered by an 
affluent society, and choose to drop out. 
The alternative, as Levine explains so 
well, is a difficult and ascetic life style. 
The devotees claim that they find some 
happiness in serving God. One woman 
devotee studied the Phoenix photos and 
when she saw your picture of a woman 
scrubbing a floor (captioned, ‘The 
Krishna Consciousness Appears Not To 
Be Especially Raised: Women Still Do the 
Scrubbing.’’), she screamed, ‘Hey, that’s 
me scrubbing the floor! All the time I was 
doing it I was thinking how fortunate I am 
to be scrubbing Krishna’s floor. The peo- 
ple who see that picture won’t understand 
how serving God can give such pleasure.”’ 
It is also relevant to note that when my 
photographer, Barry Savenor, took his 
photos for my book all the floor scrubbers 
were males! Men are also preferred as 
cooks in Hare Krishna temples.

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Minors and the New Mass. Abortion Law

The Massachusetts abortion 
law passed on August 2 made a 
big splash in the media, mostly 
because it granted broad 
decision-making powers to doc- 
tors and because it was passed 
over the Governor's veto, But the 
law's minor consent clause, 
which requires women under 18 
to secure the consent of both 
parents before terminating a 
pregnancy, had very little 
coverage. 

The question that has not 
received adequate attention, ac- 
cording to civil rights and pro- 
abortion groups, is: why should 
abortion require the consent of 
both parents when only one 
parent need agree to most other 
medical procedures performed 
on a minor? Rep. William 
Delahunt (D-Quincy), who spon- 
sored the abortion bill on behalf 
of the Massachusetts Citizens for 
Life, answers that abortions 
have psychological effects that 
other operations, such as 
appendectomies, don’t have. 

But people who have had more 
experience than Delahunt with 
teenagers and their psy- 
chological problems are arguing 
that the intention of the law was 
not to further the well-being of 
minors. Personnel at the major 
abortion clinics and referral ser- 
vices in the Boston area describe 
the law as a strictly punitive 
measure. Vilma di Biase, Direc- 
tor of Counseling at the Hastings 
Crittenton Clinic, charges that 
the law constitutes harassment: 
“It was hard enough to get a girl 
to confide in one parent, usually 
her mother, before the law was 
passed, but the new requirement 
that a father also consent will 
make abortion impossible in 
many cases.” 

Statistics on unwanted 
pregnancy among single

teenagers suggest that parental 
consent requirements should be 
loosened, not toughened. Studies 
by the Planned Parenthood 
Federation of America indicate 
that, although there has been an 
overall fertility decline in recent 
years, the incidence of undesired 
pregnancy among women under 
20 has steadily risen. In 1972, at 


least 300,000 teenagers gave 
birth out-of-wedlock or shortly 
after marriage. More than 100,- 
000 teenagers had legal abor- 
tions, and at least as many 
resorted to illegal means to ter- 
minate their pregnancies. 
Elizabeth McCord, Director of 
Counseling at the Boston area 
Planned Parenthood, maintains 


that parental consent re- 
quirements might increase il- 
legal abortions. Another problem 
with the law, according to 
McCord, is the paralyzing effect 
it will have on young women who 
will delay seeking help early in 
their pregnancies because they 
fear approaching their parents. 
“More girls will procrastinate

until it’s too late in their 
pregnancy for abortion to be an 
easy and safe procedure,” she 
says. 

Di Biase of Crittenton House 
is not satisfied with what she 
calls the “legal loophole” of the 
new abortion law — the right of a 
minor to a court hearing if her 
parents refuse consent. ‘Besides 
giving a judge responsibility fora 
decision which should be made 
by the girl, hearings take time,” 
she complained. ‘Adolescents 
have a tendency to deny their 
pregnancy and come to us when 
it’s almost too late for a first 
trimester abortion. Tougher laws 
will in many cases mean the 
difference between a simple 
procedure and a dangerous, 
traumatic one.” 

Although most abortion clinics 
and referral services in town do 
not defend a parental consent 
law, some see the need to set 
guidelines with regard to minors. 
The consensus, however, is that 
the responsibility should rest 
with the services themselves and 
not the state. For example, 
Planned Parenthood would en- 
courage family involvement in 
most cases without a specific 
law. McCord explains why: “We 
have always had serious reser- 
vations about secrecy in the 


- family which prevents a minor 


from contacting parents if 
medical problems arise which 
may cause emotional difficulties 
after an abortion.” At the same 
time, Planned Parenthood and 
other services want the option of 
relaxing their requirements in 
cases where parental involve- 
ment would be injurious to a 

young woman’s well-being. 
Perhaps even more disturbed 
by parental consent laws than 
the abortion services are civil 
rights groups. The Civil Liber- 
ties Union of Massachusetts

BRA Stalls on 
Minority Rights

The Boston Redevelopment 
Authority has ignored a legal 
settlement of a sex discrimina- 
tion suit, according to employees 
of the agency. The third and 
most far-reaching stipulation of 
the February agreement signed 
by the BRA and 13 women 
employees after a four-year bat- 
tle not been carried out, the 
charge. 

The first two parts of the settle- 
ment awarded the complainants 
$55,000 in damages and im- 
mediate upgrades in salary and 
position. The final section, call- 
ed the affirmative action plan, 
was meant to compensate the 
entire class of people represented 
in the suit — that is, women and 
members of minority groups. 

Six months after the signing of 
the agreement none of the re- 
quirements of the plan has been 
fulfilled. Deadlines for specific 
portions of the plan have passed, 
and the BRA has not even 
suggested when it might be able 
to meet its commitment, which 
includes: 


e@ Between February § and 
March the BRA was to prepare 
skill profiles in order to re- 
evaluate the abilities of the peo- 
ple already working within the 
agency and to determine 
whether they were being under- 
utilized. (In theory, this part of 
the plan recognized that an 
average man would be promoted 
at an average rate, but to attain 
the same promotions a woman 
would have to be not just 
average, but exceptional. In 
other words, qualified women 
were being overlooked.) 

e By April, an employee 
handbook explaining personnel 
policy and procedure was to be 
made available to all BRA 
employees. Also, recruitment 
was to be redesigned so that 
more women and minorites 
would be brought into the ranks. 
Finally, the BRA would report to 
the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (its funding 
agency) each time it hired 
someone in grade 10 (of 16 grade 
classifications) or above who was 
not a woman or member of a 
minority group, and it would 
describe the process of interview 
and recruitment used to fill the 
position. (This forces the BRA to 
justify hiring or promoting peo- 
ple other than those they have 
agreed to compensate for dis- 
crimination.) 

e By May, the BRA was to 
complete an analysis of each 
agency department and deter- 
mine which ones most needed to 


be integrated. The agency was 
also to revise the employment 
applications, which perpetuated 
the effects of past discrimination 
by asking previous salary figures, 
and by basing new salaries on 
those figures rather than the 
equivalent men’s pay for the 


jobs. 

e@ By July, three major steps 
were to be taken as a result of the 
previous studies and 
evaluations. Job descriptions 
would be written; the position 
classification list would be 
reorganized to demonstrate that 
women’s jobs were lower paid, 
and that for their poorer wages 
women had to fulfill higher 
education standards than men; 
and on the basis of job descrip- 
tions and new skill profiles, the 
BRA would upgrade all women 
and minority group members 
who had been victims of dis- 
crimination within the agency. 

None of the deadlines has been 
met. Women in the BRA report 
that applications and _ inter- 
viewing procedures have been 
revised, but they say there is no 
indication, six months after the 
settlement and many months 
after the initial deadlines, that 
the affirmative action plan is be- 
ing carried out at all. 

One woman keeps track of 
promotions and hirings within 
the agency by comparing the 
BRA board report (which lists all 
job changes) with what has been 
displayed on the bulletin boards. 
Her six months of observation 
prompted the following evalua- 
tion of BRA’s performance: 
“They [the BRA] post all 
secretarial jobs, and one or two 
professional jobs. But they have 
filled unposted jobs with people 
outside the agency. Basically 
what happens is that about two- 
thirds of the jobs are posted, and 
the high- grade, highly- paid ‘jobs 
are not posted.” 

BRA spokesman Ralph 
Memelo, who said he was un- 
aware that the plan had 
deadlines at all, commented on 
the accusations. Asked whether 
the BRA has failed to post all 
jobs, Memelo answered, “Oh, I 
think we’ve had some difficulty 
with that. It’s such an ambitious 
undertaking. But I would say 
probably all jobs have been 
posted, as a rule.” 

Regarding the BRA’s failure to 
implement parts of the affir- 
mative action plan, Memelo 
pointed out that the “BRA’s 
funds have been cut, see. So 
we've had to lay off a lot of peo- 
ple. It’s just impossible to deter- 
mine such things. Composition

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and the size of the agency over 
the years make comparison in 
numbers useless.”” He said that 
in 1967 the BRA employed some 
670 persons, and that “now the 
figures vary day to day, but I 
would put the total from 300 to 
350 employees.” He didn’t know 
what percentage of BRA workers 
were women, nor could he 
answer questions about percen- 
tages of women and minorities in 
each of the 16 grades. 

Memelo’s attitude that 
“‘nobody’s perfect” would be un- 
derstandable — after all, what 
company keeps such statistics 
lying around? — were it not a 
clear indication that the affir- 
mative action plan has indeed 
not been acted upon. The plan 
called for these questions to be 
investigated and answered in the 
initial months after the February 
agreement. In August no such 
figures are available, although 
Memelo contends that 
“somebody in personnel is work- 
ing on these things. No, I 
couldn’t tell you who... . This 
is a big place!” 

An administrative assistant in 
the BRA’s personnel depart- 
ment, Helen Conley, had not 
heard of anyone’s ever having 
been assigned to fulfill the affir- 
mative action  plan’s 
stipulations, although 
applications and interview for- 
mat had, reportedly, been 
changed. 

“We've been reduced to four 
people in this department, and 
I’ve heard nothing about anyone 
who’s working on it. We have so 
many other things to do .... 
Maybe they'll have to assign 
someone full-time to do that sort 
of thing, unless Mr. McMorrow 
is doing it all himself.” John 
McMorrow, director of personnel 
at BRA, could not be reached for 
comment. 

Inside the BRA there are 
rumors that job profiles have 
been distributed to supervisors, 
but no employees reported hav- 
ing seen one, and nobody has 
been told why deadlines are be- 
ing ignored. 

_There is evidence that the 
earliest. stages of compliance 
with the affirmative action plan 
have not been carried out. Job 
profiles, for example, among the 
first requisite steps of the plan, 
were to be completed last 
March. An employee of the agen- 
cy said that in writing the 
profiles each employee would 
have to be consulted to make ad- 
ditions and corrections, because 
the total requirements of each 
job are not on file in the per- 
sonnel office. 

“I haven’t seen my job 
profile,”” the employee said. 
“And I don’t know of anyone who 
has seen theirs. That has to 
mean that the profiles just 
haven’t been done.” 

The affirmative action plan is 


legally binding in the sense that 
it is a contractual agreement giv- 
ing BRA a specific period of time 
to accomplish certain goals. 
BRA seems to consider this 
agreement a low priority project. 
Thus, the agency has chosen to 
risk the results of non- 
compliance rather than meet 
their contract with the 13 women 
and the minorities they repre- 
sent. 

Consequently, a new 
proceeding has been initiated by 
City Women for Action, a group 
of 300 city employees. At a noon- 
time rally on August 22 at City 
Hall Plaza, the group announced 
that it has filed a complaint 
against the BRA with , the 
Massachusetts Commission 
Against Discrimination (where 
the original suit was filed four- 
and-a-half years ago), and the 
Equal Employment Oppor- 
tunities Commission. 

What will happen next is hard 
to predict. “We were successful 
in the course of the first suit in 
holding up funding to BRA from 
HUD (which requires funded 
agencies to exercise equal 
employment practices),” said 
Betty Gittes, attorney for the 
complainants. “‘Our object is to 
get the BRA to comply. If they 
force the issue, they could wind 
up with no HUD funds at all. 
But I assume BRA won’t let 
things to go that extent.” 

All of the BRA’s budget — 
totaling $33.8 million a year — 
comes from HUD, except for the 
$1.4 million a year planning 
budget forked in by the city. 

“BRA is catching hell!” said 
John Robinson, information of- 
ficer for the Massachusetts Com- 
mission Against Discrimination. 
Robinson was examining records 
of discrimination complaints fil- 
ed against city agencies within 
the past two years. “Let’s see 
what I have here,” Robinson 
said, and then proceeded to rat- 


tle off the list: ““There have been> 


complaints against the BRA, 
Boston City Hospital, the BRA, 
the BRA, Boston Housing 
Authority, the BRA, Boston 
Public Library, the Boston 
School Committee, the BRA, 
and the city’s Rent Control Ad- 
ministration.” 

Of the 13 women who filed the 
original suit, only four are still 


’ working at the BRA. Some left 


the agency for other jobs, some 
left under duress, some were 
fired. There is, according to the 
ones remaining at BRA, a great 
deal of mental and emotional 
strain involved in pursuing 
such a long-running action. But 
the four, along with City Women 
for Action, are unwilling to let 
the affirmative action plan go 
down the drain, or to be further 
delayed by what they see as 
stalling tactics. They say they 
intend to bring the agreement to 
fruition no matter what it costs.

Day the Life Splendid Gender 


1974, THE BOSTON PHOENIX

In 1973 Congresswoman Bella 
Abzug submitted a bill to 
Congress that would make 
August 26 Women’s Equality 
Day, and this year, in a televised 
gesture one feminist described as 
‘‘nauseatingly patronizing,”’ 
President Ford officially con- 
firmed Bella’s proposal. 

Boston feminists celebrated 
the revered anniversary of the 
ratification of the 19th Amend- 
ment in a number of ways, 
ment in a number of ways, be- 
ginning with the Sonya Hamlin 
The program featured a panel of 
feminists, including Eastern 
Massachusetts NOW president 
Carol Cote, Ms. publisher Pat 
Carbine, poet Sandra Hochman, 
and Mary Alice Carter from the 
Office of Economic Opportunity, 


who engaged in a lively, rambl- 
ing discussion of women’s issues. 
Walker belongs to a group of 
black feminists who call 
themselves the ‘‘Sapphire 
Brunch Club” — their name is 


intriguing and I’d like to know — 


more about them. Sandra 
Hochman set the tone for the 
day when she complained about 
the designation ‘‘Women’s 
Equality Day” and suggested 
“Women are Better Day” in- 
stead. 

Then I switched to WBUR 
radio, which had scheduled a full 
day of women’s programing. The 
emphasis was on music, with 
four-and-a-half hours of women 
in jazz — vocalists, musicians, 
and composers — a refreshing 
change for one of the more male-

dominated arts. A documentary 
on the suffrage movement 
followed (I had participated in 
the taping the previous week), 
that, while lauding our fore- 
mothers’ accomplishment, did 
not neglect Emma Goldman’s 
cynical warning against viewing 
the vote as the ultimate goal for 
women. “Suffrage,” declared 
Emma, “‘is a parlor affair.”” Do- 
ing the program along with 
WBUR’s program director, Bon- 
nie Cronin, two other women, 
and a very pleasant man who 
played Henry Blackwell and a 
variety of male meanies, had 
been a lot of fun, and listening to 
it was a narcissistic joy. 

I returned to my TV and 
watched the 12 o’clock news 
broadcasts, (my favorites in re- 
cent weeks, since all three major 
stations use anchorwomen at 
noon), to see if they were com- 
memorating the day, and was 
pleased to see Carol Cote again 
smiling at me, this time from 
Channel 7, and Sonya Hamlin on 
Channel 4 giving a rundown on 
local politicians’ voting records 
on women’s issues. 

Back to WBUR and more 
women’s music, punctuated by 
readings of women’s poetry and 
herstory. I was uncomfortably 
aware of the male announcers on 
the station: if seemed that every 
time I turned the radio on, 
another man was telling me 
about women’s rights. They were 
entirely agreeable, but I hope 
the station will make an effort to 
hire more women broadcasters in 
the future. 

Shortly after 2 p.m., I left for 
City Hall, where the Mayor’s 
Commission to Improve the 
Status of Women had set up a 
day-long series of events for the 
women working at City Hall. As 


.-Carol Corcoran, the Com- 


mission’s Director, explained: 
“Most of the women who work 
here have families, and they’re 
too busy to seek out the women’s 
movement. This is a day of 
bringing the movement to them; 
it is a day especially for them.” 
The Commission presented an 
affirmative action panel, follow- 
ed by a discussion of various 


women’s groups with represen- 
tatives from NOW, 9-to-5, the 
Women’s Lobby, and the Boston 
Women’s Collective. There 
were also tables outside City 
Hall where women from NOW, 
the League of Women Voters, 
Zero Population Growth, and the 
Committee for Abortion Rights 
handed out information and 
talked with women. 

I spoke with Liz Casey from 
the Abortion Rights group. She 
was deeply upset at the recent 
passage by the Massachusetts 
Legislature of the Delahunt 
bill restricting some of the abor- 
tion rights won by women in the 
1973 Supreme Court decision. As 
of December 1974, women under 
18 will need the consent of their 


parents in order to have abor- 


tions, and all abortions after the 
first twelve weeks of pregnancy 
will have to be performed in 
hospitals instead of clinics. After 
24 weeks, an abortion can be 
granted only if the woman’s 
physical or mental health is con- 
sidered by doctors to be in 
jeopardy. It seems ironic that, as 
our president and our mayor of- 
ficially honor women’s right to 
vote, Beacon Hill is trying its 
damndest to take away our right 
to abortion. 

A program of women’s films 
was screened inside City Hall 


and I arrived midway through 
the second one to be confronted 
with a male voice informing me 
that today women have broken 
into such previously all-male 
professions as journalism. Thus 
reassured, I sat through a 
barrage of Golda Meirs and 
Eleanor Roosevelts and that 
same male narrator talking 
about how women have organiz- 
ed into all sorts of wonderful 
groups, such as the Daughters of 
the American Revolution. While 
I try to believe that the dream of 
sisterhood embraces all women, I 
must confess that I have some 
difficulty eeing the DAR as the 
ultimate realization of the 
feminist \ ‘on. Later, I asked 
one of the ‘ommission women 
about the . »ice of films: she 
told me that .ey had planned to 
get the films from a feminist 
group but were unable to 
because of a communication 
mix-up. At the last minute they 
had to use the only available 
films from the Boston Public 
Library. It was an unavoidable 
situation, but a regrettable one. 

At 5 p.m., awards were 
bestowed upon several women 
who work for the City. Mayor 
White was scheduled to make 
the presentation but he was un- 
able to appear at the appointed 
time. Deputy Mayor Solomon

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presided pleasantly enough — 
but why, oh why, does. nearly 
every man who hands an award 
to a woman feel compelled to do 
a coy little routine about what 
fun it is to get to kiss her? 

I had a chance to talk with 
some interesting women who had 
come for the day’s events: a 
South African emigree who told 
me that there is no organized 
women’s movement in her coun- 
try but that there is a strong 
women’s group fighting 
apartheid; and a cheerful, 
energetic woman in her 60s who 
complained that the program 
neglected blue-collar workers, 
and with whom I had an amiable 
argument about the usefulness of 
marriage. 

Unfortunately, I missed the 
rest of the WBUR broadcasts, in- 
cluding panels on minority 
women, blind women, and les- 
bian issues. I had intended to go 
to the NOW party, stay for a few 
hours, and then go home to my 
radio. But the fete — both a 
celebration and a fund-raising 
event for the organization’s 
legislative work on abortion — 


was too exciting to leave. There 
were about 200 women and a 
handful of men in the large room 
at Zero Garden Street and, as is 
the case with most feminist 
gatherings, half the fun was run- 
ning into movement friends I 
rarely see. There was a lot of 
laughter and hugging and dan- 
cing and warmth, and the high 
point of the evening was the 
magnificent performance of Jade 
and Sarsaparilla, an amazing 
two-woman band that pulled the 
women in the room together into 
a tight community of rhythm 
and joy and sisterhood. They 
performed for about an hour- 
and-a-half: if they had gone on 
all night I doubt anyone would 
have left. Many of their songs 
were by male composers, but 
everything they did was 
transformed into a pure, ecstatic 
expression of womanhood. And 
when they sang Carole King’s 
“Natural Woman”’ (a song whose 
glorification of the concept that 
only a man can define 
womanhood usually makes me 
squeamish and angry) I was close 
to tears. Performed by Jade and 


Sarsaparilla, it became a 
glorification of ‘‘woman- 
identified-woman” — at once in- 
timately erotic and all- 
encompassing, a love song they 
sang to each other, and to us, 
and to every woman in the world. 

I’ve been in the women’s 
movement too long to believe 
that sisterhood is a concrete, pre- 
sent reality: most of us who have 
endured the often bitter 
struggles within the movement 
have come to see sisterhood as a 
vision, a future that we can help 
build for our daughters. But, 
often enough to make our efforts 
worthwhile, there are moments 
when we transcend ourselves and 
the ideal becomes, however 
briefly, a glowing, tangible 
presence. The NOW party was 
one of those times — a celebra- 
tion of not just one political vic- 
tory but, more important, of our 
womanhood. When I finally fell 
asleep that night, it was with the 
sound of Jade and Sarsaparilla 
drifting through my mind, and 
with the contented realization 
that, really, we are a truly splen- 
did gender.

Temple, called the Boston one, 
and said he wanted to come 
back. He was able to turn in his 
ticket to North Carolina for a 
ticket to Boston and flew back 
here, ironically, at his parents’ 
expense. They don’t know he’s 
back and won't, presumably, un- 
til they read this story. 

Back in his Krishna robes, 
Shapiro was sitting cross-legged 
on the floor, eating some dark 
green goo, and seemed to be en- 
joying it all. “Ted Patrick was 
interfering with my natural 
tendency to serve Krishna,” he 
said. “But this movement has a 
philosophy that he can’t defeat. 
His techniques may work on 
Jesus Freaks and other groups 
because they're all nonsense 
anyway, but he can’t deprogram 
us because we've already been 
deprogrammed by Krishna. Our 


eyes have been opened. 
Everyone in the world is hyp- 
notized but us.” 

Meanwhile, Adi Kesava, 
president of the Boston Krishna 
Temple, reports that relatives 
and parents of other members of 
the temple have been making 
curious phone calls of late, ask- 
ing them to come home for visits. 
They’re all afraid to go home, 
fearing that Ted Patrick will be 
hiding under the bed. Shapiro 
says that after newspaper ac- 
counts of his deprogramming 
appeared, his parents got calls 
from parents of ten other 
Krishnas. 

They all want to know how to 
get in touch with Ted Patrick. 

Patrick told the Phoenix he 
charges only travel expenses for 
his work, and was thinking of 
giving it up because he’s “dead 
broke.” Shapiro believes that he 
charges a flat rate of $1000 per 
deprogramming. It’s not 
necessarily a good buy. Just ask 
Dr. Eli Shapiro.

THE BOSTON PHOENIX

That has not been rent.” ;

Borrowing has always had a 
bad name. Learned people 
traditionally have praised the 
lender, not the borrower. This 
causes a certain difficulty. 
Without borrowers, how could 
lenders prove their generosity, 
humanity and goodwill? 
Shakespeare counseled (through 
Polonius) eschewing the whole 
process. And now our national 
leaders tell us it’s downright un- 
patriotic to borrow or buy. 

In the whole economic and 
philosophical shuffle, one small 
matter is lost. The consideration 
so often ignored is that of 
necessity. Since there are ser- 
vices or things you may need but 
can’t see fit to purchase, we've 
assembled a selected guide to 
rentals, A to Z, which offers a 
range of products and prices in 
the Boston market. 


A for Art 


Art is yours, temporarily, for 
as little as $5 a month. Pain- 
tings, etchings, prints and sculp- 
ture are available at galleries 
and art associations throughout 
the Boston area, and usually 
your rental will be credited 
toward purchase price, if you 
decide to buy. For $5 a month 
you can hang or display art 
worth up to $300; for $10 a 
month, worth $600; and for $20 a. 
month, you can borrow art valu- 
ing $900 and up. 

You may not need to show 
anybody your etchings, but if 
you’re stuck on the home front 
with a clogged sink you can rent 
your very own auger. A hand 
auger for the sink goes for $4 to 
$7 a day from rent-a-tool com- 
panies, and an electric sewer 
auger (which cleans drains four 


inches or wider) runs $15 to $25 a 


ay. 

Adding machines, available 
through office supply companies 
and rental services, cost from $10 
to $15 a week. 

An air rake is a machine that 
picks up leaves and blows them 
into neat little piles. It’s also 
known as a leaf blower, and rents 
for $12 to $15 a day. 

Auto polishers — for those of 
you who don’t care to spend 
hours rubbing your car to get a 
shine you can see your face in — 
can be borrowed from rental 
agencies or equipment com- 
panies for about $5 a day. 


B for Bodyguard 


Bodyguards can be expensive. 
Saul Walter of Investigator Ser- 
vice Bureau, for example, is a 
retired Army lieutenant colonel 
who rents out dogs, guards, and 
himself for security protection. 

“You can rent me as a private 
bodyguard or investigator for $50 
an hour. I was rented by King 
Saud of Arabia when he was at 
Peter Bent Brigham five years 
ago. Had something wrong with 
his eyes. Well, he found out I was 
Jewish and he and I spent a lot of 
time shaloming each other.” 

An unarmed guard will patrol 
for you at a cost of $4.50 an hour, 
or $6.50 an hour fortified with 
dogs, revolvers, riot guns, clubs 
and mace. A guard dog costs 
from $100 to $150 a week, depen- 
ding on your location, 
neighborhood, and type of dog 
requested. The agencies which 
loan dogs take responsibility for 
their care and feeding. ‘““Some of 
the tougher animals don’t let 
just anyone come near them,” 
one security agency owner said. 
“See, if it’s a choice between the 
steak you’re carrying him or your 
leg, you can’t be sure he’d go for 
the steak.” 


Beds of the rollaway variety 
can be leased for $7 to $12 a 
week, depending on the size and 
whether they’re delivered to your 
home. Cribs, by the way, go for 
$5 a week (small and car size) or 
$7 a week for standard size. 


Belt vibrators, to slim the 
waistline, range from $10 to $20 
a_month. 

Barbecue grills up to five feet 
in diameter rent from $8 to $14a 
day. But if it’s a pig you're 
roasting, you need a rotisserie, 


which .measures about five feet 
around and rents for $12 to $20 a 


y. 

Boats of the 16-foot wooden 
variety (with six horsepower out- 
board motor) rent for $4 an hour, 
or $24 a day, and anything over 
six hours is considered a day. 

Bows and arrows of many sizes 
and types can be rented from 
several sporting goods stores for 
about $2 an hour. (Tepee 
Archery Tackle Co., in Newton, 
has a range where they’ll let you 
shoot arrows by the hour.) 


C for Cameras 


Cameras rent for as little as $5 
a day (for a Nikon K body) and 
$20 a week, or as much as $18 a 
day. A Nikon F-2 goes for about 
$7.50 a day or $30 a week, and a 
Leicaflex nearly the same. 
Camera lenses vary from $5 a 
day to $20 a week, while 
paraphernalia like lights range 
from $5 to $25 a day, and tripods 
cost about $5 a day. Although 
the rental fees for cameras are 
reasonable, considering the price 
of the equipment, a deposit is 
often necessary, and a picture ID 
or Massachusetts driver’s license 
is always required. 

Chainsaws rent for $18 to $22 a 
day. Circular saws (for cutting 
straight through lumber) go for 
$5 to $9 a day. When you lease 
power equipment, a day often 
translates into nine hours, not 
twenty-four. 

Cross country skis — with 
boots and poles tossed into the 
bargain — are usually rented for 
a weekend (Thursday through 
Monday) rate of only $8, but a 
$30 deposit is required. 

Cotton candy machines (and 
also snow cone machines) can be 
rented for $15 to $20 a day from 
companies found under the rent- 
a section of the Yellow Pages. 

Camping equipment can be 
leased from sports stores or

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supplies companies. Gasoline 
stoves rent for $4 to $7 a week. 
Tarpaulins go for about the 
same. Two-man nylon tents can 
be rented for $10 a weekend, 
with a $40 deposit. Larger tents, 
accommodating 4, 6, or 8 people, 
range from $14 to $35 a week, 
and a deposit is usually re- 
quested. 

Champagne glasses are ren- 
table at eight to 12 cents per 
glass (for a day or weekend), and 
champagne fountains rent for 
$15 to $25 per day or weekend. 
You add your own champagne of 
course. 


D for Dancers 


Dancers from the Boston 
Ballet can be contracted for per- 
formances at about $50 per 
dancer. So if you’d like to see a 
couple of pas de deux at home it 
will run about $100. For a private 
performance of “Peter and the 
Wolf’? — which uses about 
eleven dancers — it’s $500 to 
$750 (depending on staging and 
distance traveled). 

Dog Clippers are $3.50 to $5.50 
a day. 

Dishes, obtainable from party 
accessory businesses, go for six to 
15 cents a piece, depending on 
the size and style. 


E for Exercise 


Exercise bikes for the out-of- 
shape range from $10 to $20 a 
month. 

Extension ladders as long as 20 
feet cost $3 to $4 a day to rent; 
longer ones, up to 60 feet, run 
from $12 to $18 a day. If it’s just 
a step ladder you need (six to ten 
feet) you need pay only $2 to $5 
to construction suppliers or 
general rental agencies. 

Engine hoists, which usually 
require a sizable deposit for ren- 
tal on a nine-hours-equal-one- 
day basis, can be had for $10 to 
$15 a day. 


F for Furniture 


Furniture is usually rented for 
a three to six month minimum ' 
period, and it never pays to rent You Can Even Rent a Punch Bowl 
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one or a few pieces because of 
trucking charges. To rent fur- 
niture for an average one 
bedroom apartment costs 
between $35 and $55 a month. 
(To make sure you won’t get 
taken on blind costs like truck- 
ing, check with the Better 
Business Bureau before renting 
from places promising very low 
rates.) With each additional 
bedroom you can expect to pay 
$10 to $20 more per month. Both 
new and used furniture is 
‘available for rental; information 
about whether new-looking 
pieces are in fact new is not 
always freely offered, but many 
stores mark each piece of fur- 
niture. 

Fans, 24 inches in diameter on 
high or low bases, can be rented 
for about $36 a month. 

Floor sanders, for the do-it- 
yourselfer, go for $12 to $18 a 
day, usually with deposit. Floor 
polishers, from household to 
commercial size, range from 
$3.50 to $20 a day. 

Floodlights can be leased for 
$4 to $8 a day. 


G for Gardening 


Garden tillers (gasoline 
powered) range from $18 to $22 a 


ay. 
Bus — the kind that shoot 40 
ounces of paint per minute onto 
a wall indoors or out — can be 
rented from construction 
suppliers at about $40 a day. 


H for Heaters 


Heaters with a 125,000 BTU 
output (that is, space heaters) 
can be rented for $12 a day. 

Hedge trimmers of the electric 
variety can be rented for $9 to 
$12 a day. 

Hand sanders of all types 
range from $4 to $9 a day. 


I for Ice Cream 


Instruments with which to

Look Here 


They seem to know what 
they’re talking about in the 
commercials that tell us to let 
our fingers do the walking. 
The Yellow Pages is the best 
book to start with in finding 
where to rent and what is ren- 
table. (Scanning Phoenix 
classifieds is also probably a 
good idea.) If the thing you 
need isn’t listed under Rental 
Service, or under its own title, 
try general rental agencies 
like United Rent All, Taylor 
Rental Centers, or Rent-All of 
Boston. They’re usually very 
helpful with suggestions if 
they can’t supply you 
themselves. 

Get your identification 
cards in order before trying to 
rent anything, especially if 
what you need is power equip- 
ment, mink stoles, trucks, or 
other costly items. A large 
deposit is required for most 
rentables, along with a pic- 
ture ID. A Massachusetts 
drivers license goes over best. 
Be sure to understand what is 
meant by your rental agency 
when they talk about the 
charges for a day. Although 
that means 24 hours to most 
of us, those familiar with ren- 
ting know it can mean as little 
as nine hours. To get a few ex- 
tra hours without additional 
cost, you can usually rent 
from Saturday afternoon to 
Monday morning, giving you 
36 hours with your sanding 
machine or whatever, while 
you pay only one day’s rent. 

Borrowing before buying is 
often a good policy. Consumer 
guides — many of which are 
available on loan from any 
library — are the next steps to 
take after you’ve decided you 
really can’t do without a cot- 
ton candy machine or 
whatever else you’ve been 


renting.

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Don’t Quote Me...

Editor-publisher Robert Hargrove and 
a dozen other staff members have walked 
off their jobs at the East-West Journal, a 
Boston-based monthly tabloid for “‘people 
who are into communal living, natural 
foods, and higher states of con- 
sciousness.” They are planning to start 
their own publication. 

The mass resignations occurred after its 
owner, Michio Kushi, refused to allow 
the paper to become staff-owned. Kushi 
and his wife, Tomoko, control a number of 
local business ventures, including two 
restaurants and a retail-wholesale opera- 
tion, Erewhon, Inc., that profit from the 
sale of Macrobiotic foods. 

Indeed, the East-West Journal was 
formed four years ago simply as a 
macrobiotic newsletter, but Hargrove 
says he began to expand its subject 
matter and appeal when he took over two 
years ago and the paper has prospered as 
a result. It has a nation-wide circulation 
of nearly 30,000. 

Hargrove claimed Kushi showed no in- 
terest in the paper except to express dis- 
approval privately over the changes being 
made in it. 

The new editor, Sherman Goldman, 
agreed that Kushi operates as pretty 
much of an absentee owner, but said there 
has never been any evidence that Kushi 
objects to the paper’s content and said the 
personnel changes will not affect that. “I 
-don’t think Kushi even reads it,” Gold- 
man said. 

Hargrove’s new paper, a cooperatively- 
owned venture, will be called The New 
Journal, and its first issue should be out 
in a month or so. Hargrove said features 
will include “a lot of regular columns” 
(whereas the East-West Journal was 
written mostly by free-lancers) and “‘lots 
of basic survival information.” 

* 


Although it has conservative leanings, a 
track record of racist tendencies, and a 
sensational tabloid tradition, the Boston 
Herald American is surprising a lot of 
cynical observers (this reporter included) 
with its remarkably responsible coverage 
of the city’s school integration battle. 

Rather than emphasizing the potential 
for violent confrontation, the Herald has 


been referring to the “historic” desegrega- 
tion of city schools in calm and positive 
language. The paper even ran a series, 
“Busing Can Work,” demonstrating how 
similar busing plans were implemented 
successfully in a Maryland county. 

Not that the Globe and other media 
outlets are acting irresponsibly, but since 
the Herald’s readership includes those 
most likely to cause trouble over busing, 
its influence may prove greater. 


Channel 7’s newest commentator, Dick 
Sinnott, was introduced to the TV 
audience simply as “an associate of 
Mayor White.” It’s hard to believe that 
after all the flak the station got over using 
a PR man for a private interest group as a 
political commentator, WNAC-TV would 
still be so insensitive to potential conflic- 
ting interests. 

Sinnott, known commonly as the “City 
Censor,” collects salaries from two city 
payrolls as chief of the Licensing Division 
of the mayor’s office and as information 
officer for the Traffic and Parking Divi- 
sion, a job he rarely works at but which 
provides him with Civil Service protec- 
tion. At the same time, Sinnott writes a 
City Hall opinion column for a series of 
neighborhood weeklies — a conflict if ever 
there was one. 

Now, I’m not suggesting that the City 
Censor be censored (though I question the 
wisdom of giving him a televised forum 
for his race-baiting anti-busing views 
right now). I do think, however, that the 
station might have identified him more 
completely. 

* * 

Although spokesmen for Westinghouse 
Broadcasting, of which WBZ-TV, 
Channel 4, is the local affiliate, continue 
to deny reports of financial troubles aris- 
ing from the energy scare, there are in- 
dications that the company’s -money 
problems are very real. 

The August 21 issue of Variety, for ex- 
ample, in a story headlined, ‘“‘Key Jobs at 
Group W in Vanishing Act,” reports that 
executives leaving their positions in 
Westinghouse’s New York hierarchy are 
not being replaced, which forces those 
remaining to double up on duties. 


Channel 4 continues to run a profitable 
operation, of course, but staff salaries 
have suffered as a consequence of the 
economizing, and increasing pressures 
from New York for better ratings, com- 
bined with outside interference of the run- 
ning of Channel 4’s news operation 
through consultant recommendations, 
have added to the already serious morale 
problems there. 

All this has had a lot to do with the re- 
cent defections from the “Ellis-Pepper 
Bandwagon” by the station’s director of 
programing, news director, and chief 
photographer (all reported here earlier). 
The next to leave the station will be 
Sports Reporter Clark Booth who, after 
eight years at WBZ-TV, has decided it’s 
time to move on. 

* 


Tufts University sent out a press release 
to announce that one Becky Taylor had 
been appointed as assistant director of 
public information. The release, however, 
was unclear about her marital status and 
referred to her simply as “Taylor.” The 
Medford Mercury handled this problem 
in a curious way. It reprinted the release 
unchanged except to call her “Miss” 
Taylor three times and then add a line 
stating she is married.

NBC News has opened a permanent 
Boston Bureau with Tom Houghton, a 
producer sent in from New York, in 
charge. Bureaus have also been opened in 
San Francisco and Atlanta, and the 
network plans, eventually, to expand its 
string of domestic news bureaus to other 
major cities. 

It can be assumed that Boston was 
chosen as one of the first owing to the 
attention that the networks will be paying 
to the school integration story here.

Gay groups protesting ABC’s plans to 
air a Marcus Welby, M.D. episode they 
charge exploits a homosexual situation 
(see Phoenix, Aug. 20, 1974) have learned 
that the network held an unannounced 
private screening of the episode last 
Thursday for its executives — 
presumably as a result of the pressure 
from the National Gay Task Force and 
others. Loretta Lotman of Gay Media 
Action reports also that people writing 
letters of protest to ABC are receiving 
form replies saying the episode will be 
shown with revisions approved by NGTF 


and the Gay Activists Alliance — a claim 
which, Ms. Lotman says, is untrue.

The Washington Post reported recently 
that Dr. Lee Richardson, head of the 
consumer office of the Federal Energy Ad- 
ministration, resigned his post, charging 
that Energy Chief John Sawhill never 
responded to his recommendations, that 
the consumer office has no influence on 
energy policy decisions, and that, in 
short, the plight of the consumer is largely 
ignored by the FEA. 

But, in Boston last week, Sawhill stated 
at a press conference that Dr. Richardson 
had left simply because he wanted to 
return to teaching. Sawhill feels, ap- 
parently, that the Washington Post does 
not make its way out here to the boon- 
docks.

The relationship between the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority (BRA) and the 
South End Project Area Committee 
(SEPAC) seems to be one of mutual dis- 
trust. By contract, the SEPAC newsletter 
contains one full page which the BRA 
fills. SEPAC notifies its readers, 
therefore, that it “is not responsible” for 
items appearing on that page. And, not to 
be outdone, the BRA puts a box on that 
very same page stating it is not responsi- 
ble for opinions appearing in the rest of 
the newsletter.

Peter Lucas, generally regarded as the 
best and most knowledgeable political 
reporter in the state, has quit his job at 
the Globe. Starting next week, Lucas will 
be writing full-time for the Phoenix.

Lawnmowers of the gasoline- 
powered variety can be borrowed 
for $10 to $13 a day. Hand 
mowers only cost about $3 a day. 


Lawn rollers can be rented for - 


about $4 a day. 
M for Massage 


Motion picture projectors 
(eight millimeter) cost from $2 to 
$5 or more a day. 

Musicians can be contracted 
for an evening’s performance for 
the following fees: a string 
quartet or brass ensemble, $40 or 
more per musician; a solo pianist 
to play classical or contemporary 
music, $25 to $100 or more. Local 
music schools or conservatories 
offer placement services for 
many kinds of groups and solo 
performers. 

Massage machines can be 
rented from sports or rent-all 
stores for about $10 to $25 a 
month. These are two- to three- 
foot high machines that look like 
a bunch of rolling pins stuck 
together. You lean against the 
moving pins and something is 
supposed to happen to your 
blubber. 


N for Nurse 


Nurses, private duty to com- 
panion rank, are contracted by 
the hour or the day. For an eight- 
hour shift on private duty, the 
services of a registered nurse cost 
$57. A licensed practical nurse is 
$47 per eight-hour shift. A com- 
panion or aide, without a degree 
or nurse’s training, will cost 
about $34 for eight hours, or 
$4.25 an hour. 


O for Organs 


Organs — the kind that have 
pedals and stops — are hard to 
rent. Churches and concerts get 
first pick, probably because they 
seem to have enough money. To 
rent one for a day, though, 
should you find one, would cost 
from $100 to $150 or more, 
depending on the moving costs, 
and from $300 to $600 a week. 


P for Plants 


Plants can be rented from 
nurseries and dealers, by the 
day, week or month. The cost is 
up to $30 per month, depending 
on the variety, size and shape of 
the plant. A seven- or eight-foot 
tall Adonidia palm, for example, 
would cost about $30. All rented 
plants and trees are usually 
maintained by the nursery or 
dealer, so that it gets proper 
watering, feeding and exposure. 
Depending on the variety of the 
plant and the time of year, plant 
maintenance experts visit two or 
three times a week to check the 
plant’s health and feed or water 
it. 

Popcorn machines, with about 
25 pounds of kernels, can be leas- 
ed for about $15 a day from rent- 
all companies. 

Panniers, backpacks for 
cyclists, can be rented from 
sports stores or suppliers for 
about $3 a weekend, with a $10 
(or less) deposit. 

Portable bars, to set up in the 
street, at your party or in a yard, 
can be borrowed from furniture 
stores or rent-all agencies for 
$3.50 to $12 a day. 

Post hole diggers are rentable 
for $3 or $4 (a hand-powered 
model), or $20 a day (a power 
digger). A deposit is usually 
necessary for the power tool. 


Q for Quantity 


Quantity surveyors, the 
fellows who will tramp over your 
many acres and estimate, sur- 
vey, and measure, can be con- 
tracted for $15 to $18 an hour. If 
you haven’t many acres you will 
have no use for a quantity sur- 
veyor. Not many things or ser- 
vices start with a “Q.”

Rowboats can be rented at 
many places along the Charles 
and the harbors near Boston. A 
16-foot rowboat costs an average 
of $1.50 an hour, or $9 a day. 

Round tables, as large as six 
feet in diameter, are available at 
$3 to $5 a day. Delivery generally 
costs extra. 


S for Sauna 


Sauna baths of the small por- 
table type can be rented for 
about $25 a month fromrrent-all 
companies or sports suppliers. 
The rentable sauna is about four 
feet high and made of fiberglass; 
it’s a little box that you sit and 
sweat in while your head sticks 
out of the top. 

Shampoo machines for rugs, 
from household to commercial 
style, range from $3.50 to $20 a 
day. 

Sewing machines, at $8 to $12 
a week, can be leased from 
equipment rent-all or sewing 
supply centers. 

Snowshoes can be rented for a 
Thursday - through - Monday 
weekend for $3.50 per pair, with 
a $15 deposit. 

Strollers for babies can be 
borrowed for $4 to $6 a week. 
Baby scales rent for about $10 a 
month. 


T for Typewriters 


Toboggans vary from $2 to $5a 
day. These are available through 
sports supply stores or near 
resort areas. 

Typewriters on loan run from 
$10 to $25 or more a week; the 
least expensive are the manual 
models, the most, the electric 


ones. 
Trucks for hauling, pulling 
trailers, or carrying things can be 
rented from companies so well 
advertised that little need be 
said regarding number one or 
number two in the field. A 
twelve-foot step van costs $20 a 
day plus 15 cents per mile. 
Sixteen-foot trucks run $22 to 
$23 a day, plus 19 cents per mile. 
Bring your license, charge cards 
(if you have any) and money for 
a deposit on the trucks, or no go. 
Trailer hitches rent for $4 to $7 
a day. Tow bars, from $8 to $12 a 
day, can be leased from rent-all 
companies or garages. 


Tape recorders worth from $75 
to $100 can be rented from elec- 
tronics stores and service shops 
for about $10 a week, plus 
deposit. 

Televisions, black-and-white, 
rent for $10 a week or $25 a 
month with a deposit of about 
$10, or for three months for $45. 
Color TVs require a $50 deposit 
and rent for about $30 a week or 
$75 a month. 


U for Uniforms 

Uniforms of many varieties 
can be rented from the many un- 
iform rental companies in the 
Yellow Pages. They usually lease 
to groups, and costs are arranged 
according to the type, quantity 
and sizes you need. 


V for Vacuum 

Vacuum cleaners, commercial 
size, can be rented for $5 to $15a 
day. The household variety costs 
about $3 to $5 a day. 


W for Wigs 
Wigs for few or many heads 
can be rented from beauty salons 


and hair stylists for between $15 
and $22 a week. Hairpieces for 
men and women are rentable for 
$12 to $18 or more, depending on 
the person who wields the comb, 
the texture of the hair, and 
the length you want. 

Weavings can be rented from 
local galleries and art 
associations for as little as $5 or 
as much as $20 a month. 

Waterbed pumps, available 
through tool suppliers and rent- 
all services, cost from $5 to $8 a 
day. 

Wallpaper steamers, propane 
and electric, can be leased from 


. tool suppliers for $4 to $10 a day. 


X for Xylophone 
Xylophones can be rented 
from stores that sell musical in- 
struments for $15 a month or 
less. The rental money usually 
applies to your credit if you 
decide to buy the xylophone. 
Y for Yachts 
Yachts to take you around 
New England or through the 
Tropics can be rented through 


travel agencies or boat services. 
The Antilles Yachting Service, 
for example, will reserve you a 
26- to 46-foot-long yacht in the 
Virgin Islands. All you need do is 


show up there and claim it fora ~ 


week in the summer, for $400 to 
$1,000; or a week in the winter, 
for $560 to $1,400. 

The Massachusetts Bay Line 
is a different kind of ship service. 
Their huge boats haul as many 
as 250 people out to George’s 
Island (off the South Shore com- 
munity of Hull) for a clambake.

Court Decision: 
Logan Overcast

A popular misconception 
about Massport’s executive 
director Edward King is that he 
always gets his way. 

Even after a court decision 
struck a major blow to his airport 
expansion plans last week, King 
appeared unruffled. He describ- 
ed an injunction halting runway 
construction as a ‘“‘red-tape 
delay” that will probably hold 
things up for ‘“‘perhaps 60 days or 
less.’ King obviously wants to 
minimize the impact of the 
situation. But it appears that 
after months of maneuvering, 
things are finally out of King’s 
control. 

The court ruled that an en- 
vironmental impact statement 
on the expansion plans must be 
approved by the state Depart- 
ment of Environmental Affairs 
(DEA). According to DEA of- 
ficial Richard Smardon, it will

take until December for such a 
statement to be approved. And 
even King admits that no con- 
struction can take place during 
the winter months when the 
ground is too cold to pour con- 
crete. 

That’s why community groups 
in East Boston and other 
neighborhoods affected by the 
noise and pollution from Logan 
Airport feel they’ve won a major 
victory. 

Until now, Massport had in- 
sisted that its latest expansion 
moves weren’t subject to state 
environmental laws. Massport 
said it had been planning the ex- 
pansion for several years before 
the Massachusetts law was 
enacted in 1973. That argument, 
however, was rejected by the 
court, which ruled that the pro- 
ject began when construction 
contracts were awarded in May, 
1974. Moreover, there’s a good 
chance that new runway expan- 
sion may not meet the re- 
quirements of the law, which 
would kill the scheme altogether. 

Community groups maintain 
that airport expansion will lead 
to more flights and hence to still 
more noise and air pollution. 
Massport says this won’t 
happen. In May it worked out a 
deal with Secretary of Transpor- 
tation Alan Altshuler setting 
limits on the use of the longer 
runways. Altshuler and 
Massport claim the extensions 
would not change air traffic 
patterns. 

Organizations such as the 
Massachusetts Air Pollution and 
Noise Abatement Committee 
(MAPNAC) immediately label- 
ed the agreement ‘‘non- 
enforceable” and ‘‘a farce.” 
They argue that once the 
runways are lengthened, 
Massport will be hard-pressed 
not to use them for increased 
traffic. Altshuler met with such 
negative reaction to his deal with 
Massport that he reluctantly 
joined MAPNAC, the city of 
Boston, and the town of 
Winthrop in a suit to stop the 
runway construction. In July, 
Attorney General Robert Quinn 
added his name to the litigants. 

Meanwhile, Ed King was hav- 
ing more headaches with the 
Federal Aviation Administration 
(FAA) and his own Board of 
Directors. After pressure from 
Senator Ted Kennedy and 
Congressman John Moakley, the 
FAA cut off funds for the project 
because it did not comply with 
an earlier plan approved by the 
FAA in 1970. The Massport 
Board of Directors, afraid they 
would have to foot the entire $7.6 
million bill, appeared ready to 
halt construction until the 
matter could be cleared up. 
King, however, managed to 
assure the board that federal 
money would quickly be 
restored. Work on the runways 
then continued entirely at 
Massport’s expense. 


When a second suit to halt 
runway construction was turned 
down in federal court, it 
appeared to most observers that 
King would finally win after all. 
The judge, however, had only 
ruled that the court had no 
jurisdiction in the case. His deci- 
sion indicated that otherwise 
Massport probably would have 
lost the case. 


The federal ruling was a tip-off 
that Massport and Ed King were 
in for trouble. So when the state 
court came out strongly against 
Massport, it shouldn’t have been 
totally unexpected. Yet, just five 
days before the decision was an- 
nounced, Massport legal chief 
Neil Lynch told the Massport 
Board of Directors that two 
judges had ruled Massport “in 
compliance” with environmental 
laws. 

So while Ed King will give you 
the impression he isn’t fazed by 
the whole affair, the court’s ac- 


tion had to be upsetting.

(CLUM) charges that the 


legislation violates the fun- 
damental rights to privacy and 
equal protection under the law 
guaranteed by the 14th Amend- 
ment. Urging that informed con- 
sent of a minor be all that is re- 
quired for an abortion, CLUM is 


. on the lookout for a test case to 


challenge the constitutionality of 
the consent clause. 

CLUM researcher Lise 
Kenworthy says that a citizen’s 
right to privacy in the matter of 
birth control has been upheld in 
two recent court cases in 
Connecticut and Massachusetts. 
She adds that two other court 
decisions confirm that minors 
have some inalienable rights, 
such as due process. All that 
must be established before 
declaring mandatory consent 
requirements unconstitutional is 
that minors are also entitled to 
the fundamental right of 
privacy. In response to the argu- 
ment that doctors need protec- 
tion from civil suits, Kenworthy 
points out that Massachusetts 
law already allows minors to 
secure emergency medical care 
and VD treatment without 
parental consent. If informed 
consent is sufficient to protect 
physicians in these areas, he 
maintains, there is no reason to 
require parental consent for 
abortion. 


If a test case does emerge in 
the near future, the defendant 
will probably be one of two abor- 
tion services in Massachusetts 
that are ignoring parental con- 
sent requirements. A licensed 
clinic in Springfield associated 
with the Hampden 
Gynecological Associates per- 
forms first trimester abortions 
upon request regardless of age 
(an affiliated hospital requires 
parental consent for more ad- 
vanced abortions). Supervisor of 
services Michele Tracey insists 
that the 30 percent of their 
patients who are minors are 
perfectly capable of making their 
own decisions after the facts are 
presented to them by 
professional counselors. ‘The 
new abortion law doesn’t affect 
us because our physicians won’t 
—_ going to court,” Tracey 
sai 


Bill Baird, founder of Boston’s 
Parents Aid Society, about 80 
percent of whose abortion ser- 
vices are rendered to minors, is 
also prepared to go to court if 
necessary. 

‘A former sales executive for a 
national contraceptive manufac- 
turer, Baird became interested 
in abortion reform 11 years ago 
when his work in hospitals made 
him witness to a woman’s death 
from a self-abortion. In 1970 he 
served 36 days in the Charles St. 
Jail for giving a Boston Universi- 
ty co-ed some vaginal foam at 
the close of a lecture to students 
on birth control. Two years later, 
the Court of Appeals ruled that 


the Massachusetts statute which 
permitted the distribution of 
contraceptives to married but 
not single persons violated the 
right to equal protection under 
the law. The decision has been 
quoted widely in cases 
throughout the U.S. and Europe. 

Abortion counselors at the 
Cambridge Women’s Center are 
critical. of Baird’s sensational 
style and the idea of a male’s giv- 
ing advice to women about their 
bodies. They also object that the 
Parents Aid Society is not a 
licensed clinic. 

Baird’s answer is that 
“women’s groups know that 
abortions don’t have to be per- 
formed in a licensed clinic as 
long as a licensed doctor is super- 
vising.”” Baird says he could easi- 
ly secure a license from the 
Board of Health, but he refuses 
to apply as a matter of principle. 
“My standards are higher than 
theirs, and their regulations are 
just aimed at denying women 
abortions.” Baird’s response to 
the mistrust that women’s 


groups express for male 
counselors is that his 11 years of 
experience in the movement 
make him as qualified as 
anyone. 

Baird’s squabbles with 
feminists aside, the Parents Aid 
Society has had no emergency 
complications in over 1000 abor- 
tions performed since last 
November, according to Director’ 
of Nursing Marilyn Morrissey. 
The only consent form required 
is the one filled out by the 
patient herself. To illustrate his 
regard for a minor’s decision, 
Baird told of a 14-year-old girl 
who was récently brought to the 
center by her parents. Because 
the girl herself did not consent, 
the abortion was not performed. 
“Her parents were right, but it’s 
her right to make a mistake. The 
greater mistake is forcing her 
against her will.” 

Nurse Morrissey alternates 
with Baird in providing a one- 
hour group counseling session on 
medical procedures for all 
patients prior to abortion. She 


says that young women are often 
confused and scared, but they do 
view abortion as the best alter- 
native. They usually bring a 
friend for support, and many 
even make friends during the 
counseling session. Most return 
within the month for a check-up 
and contraception advice. 

The center’s physician, Dr. 
Jerry Zupnick, who performed 
thousands of abortions in New 
York City before coming to the 
Parents Aid Society, doesn’t feel 
at all uncomfortable about abor- 
ting minors. “The Supreme 
Court decision gives women the 
right to abortion, and to me, 
women are females of reproduc- 
tive age. Minority has nothing to 
do with it.” Zupnick said that 
older women often have the 
hardest time during abortions 
because they remember when an 
abortion meant a traumatic ex- 
perience. “Because attitudes 
have changed and services have 
increased, young people are less 
nervous than their mothers 
might be.”

Continued from page 
the polls and doesn’t want to 
give them visibility. ““That’s a 
bad thing to say in this day and 
age,” Harrington says. ‘““Why the 
hell is he running? Just for 
himself?” 

And, while we’re asking, why 
do you suppose George Sacco is 
running? Why did the Medford 
rep give up his position of power 
in the legislature (Vice Chair- 
man of Ways and Means) to 


make this rather quixotic run at 


statewide office when he was 
totally unknown outside his 
home town and on the Boston 
Common side of Beacon Street? 

Sacco has raised $300,000 and 
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put up bi all across 
the state, which have improved 
his visibility tremendously. Still, 
that’s a lot of money to spend to 
finish a distant third in the 
balloting. 

“T gave up an awful lot to run 
for the job,” Sacco begins, and 
then, with his face glowing and 
his eyes gleaming, he launches in 
staccato fashion into the myriad 
reasons why he should, and will, 
beat Frank Bellotti. You don’t 
come away exactly convinced 
that it’s true, but you do feel 
convinced that Sacco believes it 
and either is going to surprise the 
hell out of us or is in for an awful 
letdown. ““We’re gonna do it,” he 
states enthusiastically to anyone 
within earshot. “We're gonna 
make it.” ; 

Sacco is a law and order con- 
servative and, in the legislature, 


he shamelessly exploited the 
death penalty issue for all he 
could get. Now, though, he starts 
talking like a progressive and ad- 
vocating some rather startling 
things — based on his past 
record. He must be desperate for 
publicity again. 

He would not make ap- 
pointments based on patronage 
but would set up a commission, 
made up of law school deans and 
others, to help him select his 
assistants. He opposes the new, 
strict state obscenity law, he 
says, as unenforceable, and 
believes the sale of hard-core 
pornography should be allowed 
to anyone over 18. He also favors 
conjugal visits to prisons which 
“would make more sense than 
indiscriminate furloughs.” 

And I'll say this for Sacco: he 
admits he’s a pol. “I’ve been a

politician since the age of 21,” he 
said, “and it can be a noble 
profession if one doesn’t abuse it. 
I’m offended by all those who are 
trying to make public service 
into a dirty word.” 

The three other Democrats 
seem to have no chance at all, 
though the most visible, Somer- 
ville Mayor S. Lester Ralph, has 
a lot of newspaper ads and sub- 
way placards urging the state to 
take advantage of the kind of 
reform that Somerville has en- 
joyed with Ralph as its mayor as 
has, apparently, Middlesex 
County with Ralph as a com- 
missioner. 

Ralph made a name for 
himself through cooperation 
with the Boston Globe and its 
Spotlight Team investigation 
into Somerville corruption. It 
won a Pulitzer for the Globe, and 
produced indictments but no 
convictions. 

Still, Ralph sees the attorney 
general post as an opportunity to 
investigate state agencies rather 
than just represent them, and he 
would focus specifically on cor- 
ruption and inefficiency in the 
welfare administration, he says, 
rather than just attack fraud by 
welfare recipients. 

Edward M. O’Brien of 
Northampton, conservative 
member of the almost totally in- 
visible and ineffective Gover- 
nor’s Council, thinks all 
prisoners should be given psy- 
chiatric examinations before be- 
ing let out on furloughs. He is 
also calling for an outside audit 
of all public utilities. 

O’Brien’s main issue, though, 
is the “right to life.” An abortion 
opponent, he says he’d use the 
job as a platform “to support 
federal legislation to reverse the 
effect of the Supreme Court’s 
abortion decision.” 

Barry Hannon, finally, is 
Registrar of Deeds for Norfolk 
County, believes the major issue 
is crime in the streets, and like 
the other lesser candidates men- 
tioned above is apparently in the 
race figuring that, in such a 
crowded field, anything can 
happen. 


The race where truly anything 
can happen, however, is the 
three-way fight for the GOP 
nomination. Though Si 
Spaulding, based on his past 
campaign and recognition, is the 
front runner, William Cowin, 
former state secretary of ad- 
ministration and finance, has 
the support of Gov. Sargent and 
Charles Cabot, though a 
relatively unknown corporate at- 
torney, has a name that could 
appeal to the kind of Republican 
who votes in primaries. 

It’s a toss-up, not only on the 
candidates’ chances, but also on 
the issues. All three support 
prison furloughs and advocate 
decriminalization of marijuana 
possession. All three are civil 
libertarians. All three are from 
the suburbs. And it is likely, 
therefore, that the Republican 
nominee will be more appealing 
than the Democrat — if you like 
Republican suburban liberals. 

Spaulding and Cabot stress 
their ‘‘non-political’’ back-

The thrust of each of their 
campaigns is that the man for 
the job should be a lawyer who is 
not involved in political activity. 
“Get yourself a good lawyer,” 
suggest Spaulding’s billboards 
(which give me the sinking feel- 
ing that I’ve just been caught 
shoplifting). 

Spaulding says he certainly 
ought to be able to represent the 
state because he has represented 
the Boston Globe, the First 
National Bank, and the Boston 
Red Sox. 

Cabot counters by saying that 
actually it’s Spaulding’s law 
firm, Bingham, Dana and 
Gould, that has represented all 
those great institutions and that, 
in fact, Spaulding has been 
spending most of his time of late 
managing the Mass. Rehabilita- 
tion Hospital rather than prac- 
ticing law. 

(Two years ago, Spaulding en- 
countered some bad press when 
he fought tooth and nail to keep 
the employees of the hospital 
from organizing a union, and 
emerged from that dispute with 
his “liberal” image somewhat 
tarnished. “The union has dis- 
tributed literature asking for a 
redistribution of capital,” he 
told the Phoenix at the time. 
“T’m for that but I hate to be the . 
object of it.”’) 

Cabot thus calls himself “the 
serious lawyer in the field,” say- 
ing that while Spaulding’s been 
running a hospital and Cowin’s 
been working in state govern- 
ment, he has been administering 
a law firm and practicing law. “If 
you think the Attorney General’s 
office should be a reward for ser- 
vice to the party of tenure in 
state government, then you 
shouldn’t vote for me,” Cabot 
said. 

Cowin counters these “good 
lawyer’ arguments by main- 
taining that there are “10,000 
good lawyers in the state” and 
that his opponents are, indeed, 
two of them. “But I’m the only 
one of the three with a signifi- 
cant government record,” says 
Cowin, who began as an aide to 
Sen. Edward Brooke, next work- 
ed for Mayor Kevin White, and 
then served as a Dept. of Public 
Utilities Commissioner before 
taking the Administration and 
Rinance post. “I know the 
problems and issues of 
government,’’ Cowin says, 
“because I’ve been there. I’ve 
wrestled with these problems.” 

The most intriguing thing 
Cowin has to say, though, is that 
he would use the office to dis- 
courage certain types of 
prosecutions by district at- 
torneys and local law enforce- 
ment officials across the state. 
He calls this “prosecutorial dis- 
cretion.” 

In a Channel 2 interview, 
Cowin gave a specific example: 
As Attorney General, he would 
not have allowed the 
prosecutions of the two Boston 
City Hospital doctors (charged 
in connection with experiments 
on aborted fetuses) to go 
forward. 

But Cowin, despite his creden- 
tials, has raised less than his two 
primary opponents — perhaps 
because he’s not a rich Yankee 
with wealthy relatives, and 
perhaps too because when Gov. 
Sargent “supports” you, that 
support is moral, not financial. 
The money he keeps for himself. 

The liberal caucus held in 
Framingham wound up endor- 
sing Ted Harrington, which was 
a boost for his candidacy, but 
later the Citizens for Participa- 
tion in Political Action 
(CPPAX) held its own conven- 
tion and failed to endorse any of 
the attorney general candidates. 
As a result, a number of liberal 
groups have stayed out of the 
crowded and confusing primary 
fight, but may rejoin the fray in 
time for the final. 

And the way things are going, 
they'll be working for a 
Republican — maybe even a 
rich, anti-union Republican. 
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On a Thin Red Line: Can J.P. Bank on Pols?

The campaign for Goverror 
moved last week into a Jamaica 
Plain church basement, as both 
Gov. Sargent and the two 
Democratic primary candidates 
entered a community battle 
between Boston neighborhood 
residents and major city savings 
banks. Statements from 
representatives of Sargent and 
Democrat Michael Dukakis in- 
creased the chances of signifi- 
cant victory for community 
groups seeking to stem apparent 
“bank disinvestment” — refusal 
to grant mortgages and 
rehabilitation loans in so-called 
‘‘high-risk’’ urban neigh- 
borhoods — and its accom- 
panying onset of blight. (See 
“Battling the Banks in Jamaica 
Plain,” Phoenix, July 9, 1974). 
In a surprise departure from a 
position expressed by State 
Banking Commissioner Freda 
Koplow (a Sargent appointee), 
one of the Governor’s aides 
promised an 11-member panel of 
neighborhood and bank 
representatives to study a de- 
mand by the Jamaica Plain 
Community Council (J.P.C.C.) 
that area savings banks disclose 
their lending patterns. This, say 


the organization’s members, 
would determine where banks 
with large deposits from Jamaica 
Plain residents are investing that 
money. The disclosure demand 
has been echoed by groups from 
Chelsea, Dorchester and Mat- 
tapan, all of whom claim they 
are victimized by bank 
“redlining”. Two weeks ago, the 
Jamaica Plain group released 
figures showing that the Boston 
Five Cents Savings Bank, the 
neighborhood’s largest, had in- 
vested large amounts of money 
in out-of-state and suburban 
locales. 

Candidate Dukakis, unlike 
Sargent, has said that no study 
is needed and that bank dis- 
closure should definitely be 
made in neighborhoods where 
disinvestment may be occurring. 
Dukakis noted the success of the 
recently-passed state Neigh- 
borhood Stabilization Act, 
which created a revolving 
state fund to subsidize housing 
loans in areas which banks may 
be slighting. Dukakis has also 
urged a similar state subsidy 
whereby high interest rates on 
individual mortgages would 
effectively be reduced by 


When the trials of the 42

Continued from page 
ly he minds the store when the 
Governor is away. If this were 
the criterion for election, 
Iannella should probably win. In 
1961 he filled in rather capably 
as Boston’s Acting Mayor. The 
real meaning of the election — 
its selection of a running mate 
for the Democratic gubernatorial 
nominee — clearly favors young 
O’Neill. It’s doubtful if either — 
Quinn or Dukakis would disdain 
the magic of a name which, on 
the day O’Neill’s candidacy was 
announced, had an estimated 22 
percent recognition factor among 
the electorate. That was con- 


siderably higher than the scores 
of Thomas Sullivan (a Randolph 
selectman), Eva Hester (a 
Democratic state committee- 
woman), or even John Pierce 
Lynch, the Hampden County 
Registrar of Deeds. Only 
Iannella, after 25 years in 
politics, could possibly make it a 
contest against young O’Neill 
and his two years’ handshaking 
experience. 

“Tommy” O’Neill is more 
than mildly sensitive about 
terms like dynasty, 
primogeniture and carbon copy. 
His hair is a youthful black and 
mod-styled, but a close look at 
the first-term rep can foresee the 
face aging along the same lines 
as the old man’s. But O’Neill III, 
despite having originated in and 


representing roughly the same 
district from whose clubhouse 
his father sprung 40 years ago, 
lacks Tip’s legendary barroom 
and church stories, perfected in 
countless campaigns for both the 
state legislature and Congress. “‘I 
just can’t tell a joke,” concedes 
Tommy. “My father’s a dying 
breed. Like the American In- 
dian.” 

Although his candidacy seems 
an obvious enough idea in this 
year of notoriety for the family 
name, it was not proceedings in 
Washington, but rather on 
Beacon Hill, that prompted 
O’Neill to declare. Because of 
the redistricting of the state 
legislature, O’Neill would have 
had to face popular Rep. Charles 
Flaherty, head of the Democratic 


State Committee, in a tough 
primary. “The only reason he’s 
running [for Lt. Gov.],” says 
Iannella, “is he couldn’t win re- 
election to the legislature.” 

O’Neill, who some Cambridge 
observers claim made an agree- 
ment with Flaherty (who also 
has state-wide aspirations), 
replies, “It would have been a 
close race. But I would have 
won.” 

O’Neill’s brief legislative 
record is reminiscent of his 
father’s: sometimes liberal, 
sometimes conservative, and 
above all, non-ideological and 
closely keyed to his constituents, 
to whom he attends scrupulous- 
ly. “There was never a genera- 
tion gap between me and my 
father,” he says. ‘His politics is

that of personal service and I ad- 
mire that. I can remember him 
going out on Christmas Eve to 
find someone’s husband who was 
out on a bender. That’s service.” 

O’Neill III made mass transit 
one of his primary legislative 
concerns, coincidentally with the 
planning of the Red Line exten- 
sion through North Cambridge. 
He successfully influenced the 
choice of a route that would dis- 
place the least number of homes 
and commercial establishments. 
But he’s no purist with regard to 
public transportation and the 
preservation of small businesses. 
His campaign contributions in- 
clude large donations ($200 and 
$100) from Rep. Raymond 
Rourke, the legislature’s most 
outspoken highway advocate, 
and Cambridge real estate 
magnate Max Wasserman. 

To counter O’Neill’s instant 
constituency, Chris Iannella, a 
14-year veteran of the City 
Council, is hoping for a big tur- 
nout from his Boston voters. 
He’s more than a little bitter 
about his upstart opponent, 
whom he declines even to name 
as his major rival. “I consider 
John Pierce Lynch my strongest 
opponent,”’ he says. “‘He’s got a 
whole county as a base, not just 
one district.” 

O’Neill’s easy political con- 
nection is in stark contrast to the 
career of Iannella, who, unknown 
to this area’s throng of sociology 
students, was immortalized in 
that discipline’s primer, Street 
Corner Society, William Whyte’s 
1948 treatise on the North End. 
Iannella, alias Chick Morelli, 
was cast as the youth gang leader 
and rising pol. He was, indeed, 
considered a young political 
luminary at the time, but 
somehow he was side-tracked 
along the way, declining from a 
fresh face in the state legislature 
circa 1952 to the powerless en- 
virons of the City Council, with a 
mayoral defeat between. His 
longest tenure in the limelight 
was his cameo as Acting Mayor 
in 1969, during an MBTA strike. 
He has since become a perennial 
council favorite, especially pop- 
ular with the powerful and 
heavily-voting union of city 
employees. A ranking official in 
the union’s Local No. 285, 
Matthew McGrath, gave $250 to 
the Iannella campaign, which 
will spend about $36,000, some 
$15,000 less than O’Neill. 

Over the years, Iannella has 
proven himself not undeserving 
of public office, having tried to 
use the limited Councillor’s in- 
fluence for some noble ends. 
Among the most notable of these 
was his sponsorship of the Urban 
Homestead Act, the plan to sell 
abandoned homes to city 
residents for a dollar. (Failure to 
implement that plan lies with 
the Mayor, not Iannella.) He 
proposed the Housing Court con- 
cept, adopted three years ago, as 
far back as 1952, and has won 
praise for his keen fiscal eye in 
the Council, whose main role is 
budget-cutting. 

Iannella hopes to make an 
issue of young O’Neill’s high 
absenteeism from the legislature 
following his declaration of can- 
didacy, a rate he claims ap- 
proached 98 percent, including a 
missed vote on a campaign 
financing reform bill O’Neill had 
pushed. Young Tip replies, “I 
was there for all important 
votes.” If such things were really 
at issue, it might be a close elec- 
tion.

But in the midst of Pennant 
Fever and striking footballers, 
aspiring basketball players, 
millionaire yachtsmen and jail- 
bait tennis players, there was an 
event a couple of weeks ago down 
on the Cape that for sheer enjoy- 
ment, at least for one afternoon, 
outshone them all.

Celebration Schoenberg 


By David Moran 
Arnold Schoenberg was born one hun- 


dred years ago, and this year a great deal © 


of his music is being performed in 
celebration. Last weekend at 
Tanglewood the BSO made its gesture to 
his memory, playing two early works in 
Schoenberg’s turn-of-the-century 
Romantic style, Verklaerte Nacht and 
the massive medieval love-death 
oratorio, Gurrelieder, and one of the 
masterpieces of his maturity, the vir- 
tuosic Violin Concerto, with BSO con- 
certmaster Joseph Silverstein as soloist. 
The performances of the two larger 
works were superb and, beyond that, 


thrilling, amply demonstrating this” 


composer’s greatness. 

But Schoenberg was, and still is, 
regarded as a revolutionary, because 
around 1920 he thought up a new way to 


determine the pitches of notes in a pieee, 


and hence its harmonies. Mostly self- 
taught, he claimed to have freed the dis- 
sonance, by logically extending the 
tradition of diminishing the importance 
of the tonic note which, in the past, had 
controlled and connected a work’s har- 
monies. His simple, elegant method 
used all the notes in the chromatic scale 
in any order before repeating them. This 
series he called a row; with each note 
potentially equal, he thus composed 
atonical (often mislabeled ‘‘atonal’’) 
music. His numbers game, a return to 
polyphony, systematized the era’s 
customary chromaticism. 

Schoenberg loved the role of fighter; 
once, when asked if he was the Arnold 
Schoenberg, he replied that someone 
had to be, so he took on the job. Torn 
between progressivism and conser- 
vatism (he loved Dvorak, and studied 
old music at great length, crossing out 
repeated notes in Bach chorales to un- 
eover series), he would earnestly ask 
players whether they liked his music, at 
the same time that he consciously 
played the radical, trying hard to anger 
disdainful listeners, musicians and 
critics 

The initial sound of his music is what 
still bothers most people. His pitch com- 
binations, melodies and intervals are 
unfamiliar. His method of obtaining 
them was adopted by the academies 
here and abroad, even as he was deemed 
box-office poison. Untalented imitators, 
lacking Schoenberg’s other exceptional 
compositional qualities (his uses of tex- 
ture, colorful timbre, supple and varied 
rhythm, etc.) have turned out con- 
siderable music that superficially 
resembles his, and have subsequently 
given his particular method an even 
worse name than it had in his lifetime. 

Last spring, in Harvard’s Norton lec- 
tures, Leonard Bernstein danced a bit 
on Schoenberg’s grave, implying that his 
harmonies didn’t derive from nature and 
hence were an expressive dead end. 
Arguing aesthetic theory from natural 
law is a complex issue, and our sense of 
what’s dissonant changes from culture 
to culture and from era to era; suffice it 
to say here that Schoenberg’s method 
seems to me to be no more “unnatural” 
than perspective in painting or 
penicillin in medicine.

The Tanglewood weekend, with its 
concerts and a Schoenberg panel of elo- 
quently defensive composers, critics and 
scholars, from whom many of these 
thoughts are taken, made me realize 
that Schoenberg’s music is valuable for 
reasons other than its historical innova- 
tion. It stands out because of traditional 
recognizable elements — repetition and 
variety, idea development, motivic 
organization, moving drama, beautiful 
sounds, an overwhelming multiplicity of 
exciting events. Schoenberg can be wit- 
ty, noble, long-winded or quick. Often 
terrifically inspired, he composed at a 
pace copyists couldn’t keep up with. 
And these are all qualities he shares 
with other great composers; it’s rather 
bankrupt to claim comprehension of 
Bach or Brahms and not Schoenberg. 
His music demands no new listening 


skills. 


But our ears are lazy, accustomed to. 
hearing consonant harmonies, or at least: 
dissonant harmonies resolved in plea- 
sant cadences. However, Haydn is knot- 
ty; Mozart’s late symphonies and 
Beethoven’s last works exceptionally so. 
All that is needed to comprehend the 
structure of a work (to paraphrase 
Robert Craft) is the ability to remember 
notes — not that that’s at all easy; but 
most listeners at any eoncert, three 
minutes into an 18th- or 19th-century 
piece, probably can’t recall how it began 
and are loafing along, enjoying the con- 
ventionality of the sounds. Schoenberg’s 
designs, like Mozart’s, require nothing 
more than close attention; they should 
receive no less. Even his grayer works, as 
for solo piano or string quartet, are most 
intriguing when carefully listened to, ar 
the rewarding plenitude of characters is 
introduced. (For beginning listening, see 
David Hamilton’s recommendations in 
this month’s High Fidelity.) 

“Intelligent people have always been 
offended,” Schoenberg said, “if one 
bothered them with matters which any 
idiot could understand at once... 
Great art must proceed to precision and 
brevity. It presupposes the alert mind of 
an educated listener .. . .”” His music 
certainly requires our alertness, compels 
our respect and, I would argue, deserves 
our love. 
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SECOND SECTION/THE BOSTON PHOENIX

Arnold Schoenberg is one of the prime 
Displaced Persons of this century. He 
does not “belong.” Twenty-three years 
after his death, he is still anathema for 
most of our symphony orchestras. His 
famous method has been described as a 
perversity, but a perversity established 
by university music department politics 
as a dogma much as psychoanalytic 
movements are said to have attained the 
status of “Science” in our medical 
schools. And this great heir of the 
Austro-Germanic tradition of Western 
art music died, in straitened 
cricumstances, in Los Angeles, Califor- 
nia, U.S.A. 

The odd thing about the select panel 
that addressed the music critics at 
Tanglewood was its tendentious, 
propagandistic tone. It was more than 
a little like the in-the-public-interest 
appeals to hire the handicapped. Just 
about everybody was agreed that there 
should be a moratorium on the word 
“twelve” (the number of notes in the 
chromatic scale). Panelist Joseph 
Silverstein, who was to play the Violin 
Concerto (for six fingers, according to 
reputation) that night, drew parallels 
with concertos by Edward Elgar and 
Niccolo Paganini. Of the technical ex- 
igencies he said, ‘“They’re not new.” 

The Boston Symphony Orchestra, 
conducted by Seiji Ozaw, played three 
Schoenberg pieces. Logged by ordinary 
clock time, the music was lopsidedly 
pre-twelve note and conventional 
chromatic-Expressionist (or non- 
audience-alienating). But the violin 
Concerto seemed almost brusque in its 
statement of purpose, while the earlier 
Gurrelieder and Verklaerte Nacht went 
on, and on, in their tendency toward 
blather. 

There was a lesson to be drawn here. 
But I wish, I heartily wish, there were not 
always a lesson to be drawn with the 
music of Schoenberg! I, for one, like 
enormously (without caring to 
proselytize) the Piano Concerto, the Str-

ing Trio, the Five Pieces for Orchestra, 
and several other works. And I find cer- 
tain utterances of Schoenberg’s, on 
either side of the great twelve-note 
divide, altogether tasteless and/or bor- 
ing. This listener is pleased to have dis- 
covered that his intuitive seat-of-the- 
pants way of judging music applies post- 
Apocalypse as well. Yes, Apocalypse, for 
Schoenberg was a prophet, and 
prophets’ visions, though immensely 
satisfying to true believers, are seldom 
inclusive enough to accommodate 
everything. 

At this point begins the public display 
of not ideally clean linen. Sunday after- 
noon’s Gurrelieder was, to say the least, 
a gratifying demonstration of what a 
very large augmented symphony 
orchestra and its choral friends can do. 
Therefore, yay for Phyllis Curtin, Lili 
Chookasian, James McCracken, David 
Arnold and other contributors to the ap- 
parently first-rate esthetic experience 
that I would have apprehended had I not 
also been attending the annual conven- 
tion of the assorted fauna that con- 
stitute the Music Critics Association! 
Yay, I repeat, but boo to the rest! 
Moreover, fuck off! I have seldom been 
so miserable in my life! Get lost! 

A music critic belongs to a profession 
that is not a profession. Which is to say 
that if you claim to\be one, you are one. 
This three-day meeting had an ad- 
mirable outward structure, what with its 
instructive Schoenberg and Ives (also 
born in 1874) panels, and its coinciding 
with the most interesting events of the 
Berkshire Festival. What do you say, 
though, when it’s a matter of the 
Beautiful People versus the basket 
cases? Your Beautiful People, I hasten 
to add, are your Phoenix, Globe, Times, 
High Fidelity and Musical Newsletter 
correspondents. The others . . . it was 
dismal in the extreme to encounter 
nominal peers who, with equal com- 
petence, might have been writing pet 
obituaries or covering the activities of 
the National Association of Denture 
Wearers. There were “music critics” 
present whose readers, I am certain, 
move their lips when they look at the 
photographs. There was a bewigged, os- 
tentatiously feeble couple from Dismal 
Seepage, Iowa. A program annotator 
from the North Central States spoke in 
tongues. A Nebraska lady had never set 
eyes, ever, on another music critic. 
Several writers, unable to talk fluently, 
shook. 

The mature music of Schoenberg, 
which is ideal for depicting chaos, fear 
and diseased nervous states, was unex- 
pectedly apposite for this weekend. 

But from this assemblage there was 
little talk of Schoenberg.

Most of the initial negative 
New York reviews of The 
Tamarind Seed were staggering- 
ly obtuse, but some were more 
foolish than others. The notice 
that particularly annoys me, 
now that I have seen what 
sounded like a sure-fire dog but 
turns out to be one of the year’s 
very finest, made a great point of 
‘the seduction aspect of the plot. 
It wondered why anyone should 
spend two and a quarter hours 
waiting for Omar Sharif to coax 


Julie Andrews into bed; it also- 


complained that the story’s Cold 
War setting was silly, 
melodramatic and dated. One 
could doubtless lodge similar 
complaints against Gone With 
The Wind, if one deemed instant 
sex a necessary ingredient to any 
romantic relationship, and if one 
were tired of hearing about the 
Civil War. 

This is the picture that Blake 
Edwards’s $20 million box-office 
disaster, Darling Lili, should 
have been. The star is once again 
Edwards’s wife, Julie Andrews, 
who this time does not sing or 
grate or behave at all coyly. And 
the story is similar, though 
greatly refined: in both films a 
couple meet and find themselves 
strongly attracted to and 
problematically suspicious of 
one another. In Lili, Andrews 
was a German spy during World 
War I, and Rock Hudson an 
aviator who was privy to vital in- 
formation; the wartime 
backdrop was perfectly suited to 
an exploration of their mutual 
mistrust. But Lili bogged down a 
bit in the spy-story aspect of 
their relationship and in making 
the audience speculate about 
how much Hudson knew, 
whether he was a counterspy, 
etc. This time Sharif is a Russian 
in the Parisian embassy, An- 
drews is an English assistant to 
someone of consequence in her 
country’s Home Office, and each 
one’s potential reasons for ex- 
ploiting the other are clear from 
the outset. Though the at- 
mosphere of international in- 
trigue still helps to provide a 
literal basis for their inability to 
trust one another, the plot 
machinations are this time used 
to mirror, rather than obscure, 
the changing nature of their 
relationship. 

Andrews here is the best she’s 
ever been, elegantly outfitted by 
Dior to personify the crisp, self- 
possessed tone of the whole film. 
The character she plays still 
bears the psychic scars of the two 
great romances in her life, one of 
which she has only recently put 
an end to, when on vacation in 
Barbados she meets — and 
refuses to be seduced by — 
Sharif. Her reluctance, like her 
self-reliance, is born out of pain 
and never makes her seem prim; 
.the film uses sex as a metaphor 
for a much deeper kind of sur- 
render, of which she is un- 
‘derstandably afraid. So there is 
surprisingly little sexual tension 
per se, just an odd sort of 
realism. It’s almost a relief to 
find a film in which two indepen- 
dent, attractive adults can begin 
to fall in love without using sex 
4 immediate catharsis or cure- 


And Andrews’s gradual 
yielding, like Kim Novak’s 
ful dressing-up as Madeleine 

in ‘Vertigo, is infinitely more 
erotic than any literal capitula- 
tion or undressing could be. 
Edwards’s debt to Hitchcock, 
implicit in various minor 
characters’ apprehensions about

one another, is made clear by 
some Foreign Correspondent 
footage that conveniently 
appears on television to in- 
terrupt what looks like a roman- 
tic tryst. (This peripheral affair, 
like many others in the film, is 
governed by expediency and 
readily ruptured by the Home 
Office’s whims.) By the end of 
the picture, Sharif and An- 


drews’s faith in one another is 
complete, their resistance has 
dissolved, and Andrews has 
willingly opened herself up to the 
risk of fresh scars. Sharif is by 
turns cynical and over- 
protective; he worries about her 
gullibility and insists, despite 
her belief in the Barbados legend 
to which the title refers, that 
“there is no force outside this 


world which gives justice to the 
weak.” The rest of the film, 
while demonstrating that 
weakness need not be a failing, 
rejects that cynicism in favor of a 
near-magical belief in justice 
and regeneration. 

Edwards’s visual style has a 
balletic quality, and a linearity 
that is almost dreamlike. 
Conversations flow, almost im- 


perceptibly, from one setting to 
another, as characters’ 
movements follow a dream logic 
that never demands to be taken 
literally. Exquisitely 
photographed by Freddie Young, 
with a brilliant credit sequence 
by Maurice Binder, the film 
follows a red/ blue color scheme 
that makes both rational and 
subliminal sense. Russians, 
passions and fires are suggested 
by red, while blue is reminiscent 
of Barbados’s placidity, and of 
Andrews’s ‘‘true-blue’’ 
patriotism; “Blue” is also t 
code name of the story’s 
villainous counterspy. But 
Edwards eventually uses_the 
colors to play on contradictions: 
in one scene, Andrews and Sharif 
visit a red-lit nightclub and 
begin to talk politics, with the 
glow lending Andrews a 
heightened sensuality as she 
remarks that “red really doesn’t 
suit me.”’ And, finally, the color 
distinctions disappear: in the 
couple’s final moments on Bar- 
bados, they gaze at a blindingly 
beautiful sunset in which traces 
of pink and blue are inextricably 
intermingled. 

The acting is superb 
throughout, but Anthony Quayle 
deserves special mention. He, 
like Andrews, gives what may be 
the performance of his career. 


The First Picture Show

Between 1909 and 1914, Sam 
Silverstein owned and operated 
the Illusion movie house in 
Balta, Russia. Although his ex- 
act age is obscured by the confu- 
sion of the revolution, he es- 
timates he was about 14 in 1909. 
I think it can be safely said that 
this makes my grandfather the 
oldest movie mogul extant. 


Thinking about events that 
occurred only last year makes 
my dizzy, but my grandfather 
can stare 60 years in the face 
without flinching. If you can, try 
imagining my grandfather’s 
measured, slightly sardonic, 
Russian baritone as this inter- 
view proceeds.

TBP : In the beginning? 

S.S.: Well, my father bought 
the theatre ready-made. You see, 
Balta never had any theatre or 
movies. Balta is a Turkish name. 
It is somewhere between Odessa 
and Kiev. Somewhere. It was a 
city of 30,000. The majority were 
Jews because it was in the circle 
of cities allowed for Jews to live 


in. 

So, in that city, there were of 
course no movies because movies 
were a new invention at that 
time when I was there. So 
sometimes used to come one 
with an apparatus and show it, 
and people were very amazed to 
see a train is going through a wall 
— that people were walking 
around on the wall. It was really 
an invention that amazed 
everybody. 

There was no electricity in 
that city. One of the richer men 
decided to introduce electricity. 


TBP : Do you remember who it 
was? 

S.S.: Of course. How could I 
forget? It was one by the name of 
Berladir. He put in electricity 
but there were no customers. 
Nobody wanted to pay for elec- 
tricity. People were very much 
satisfied with kerosene. So, with 
no customers, he decided to 
make a theatre, find somebody 
to buy it, and that would give 
him a good customer. So my 
father bought it and understood 
that I would learn to run it. 
TBP : What were the films like? 
S.S. : You had to show about six 
films in about two hours — short 
ones, But they were very in- 


teresting for the people. First of 
all, of course, you had to show 
them faraway places — moun- 
tains and waterfalls, from 
Sweden and from France, and 
that was about 15-20 minutes. 
And something laughing. 

TBP : A comedy. 

S.S.: A comedy. Very short 
comedy. If he fell from a ladder, 
that was enough. Later were 
more sophisticated comedies 
from France by Max Linder. 
TBP : Did you ever show any 
American comedies? 


S.S.: No, we never had 
American — French and Rus- 
sian. 


So it was mainly scenes and 
comedies and one which was 
called tragedy, but it wasn’t 
always tragic. It was a novel, a 
short novel, and of course 
without romance it wouldn’t be 
interesting, so some romance. 

There was eight times a month 
changing programs, two 
programs a week, six films a 
program. 


TBP : So there were hundreds of 


pictures. 

S.S. : Small pictures, sure, hun- 
dreds and hundreds of pictures, 
never the same. That’s why our 
renting office complained that 
they had run out of bad pictures 
and had to send us good pictures 
at the same price. That’s what 
they said. I suppose it was a joke. 
TBP: What were the most 


successful films? 
S.S. : Films that showed life in 


_ White Russia — their lives, their 


love affairs. 

The big success was Les 
Miserables. But it wasn’t a 
financial success. It was too long. 
It was nearly two hours long. We 
could only have one program, 
one audience each evening. Peo- 
ple couldn’t sit that long. They 
weren’t used to it. 


TBP : Why didn’t you just show 
Les Miserables and not show five 
other films for that program? 
S.S. : Who would pay for just 
one picture? 

There was a great picture that 
had great financial success, The 
Sacrifice of Isaac, from the Bi- 
ble. Well, the people came from 
all over and every grandson 
brought his grandfather. They 
all wanted to see how Isaac was 
sacrificed. 

TBP : Do you remember it well? 


S.S. : Parts of it. I didn’t have 
time to sit through the whole 
seance. You know management, 
I was too busy. 

TBP : What did you do? 
S.S.: Well, I had to be there 
when they bought the tickets. It 
had to be supervised because on 
each ticket was a stamp for the 
government. So I had to super- 
vise whether thé tickets are not 
forged. 

There were different prices — 
20, 25, and 30 kopeks [about 50 
cents]. Now the most expensive 
were in the front. Because it 
wasn’t like a terrace, you 
couldn’t well see in the back. So 
the better people were all in the 
front. Besides that, they were all 
used to this arrangement from 
the theatre. Whoever was in the 
front had more respect than 
who’s in the back. 

There was a piarto in front and 
sometimes I played. But during 
the summer we took a pianist 
who kept it pretty nice. 

TBP: Did you promote the 
films? 

S.S. : Excuse me? 

TBP : Did you advertise? 

S.S. : You didn’t have to sell the 
public the films, you only had to 
explain them what-is going on 
there — the movie was mute. 
TBP : How did you explain it? 
S.S. : Well, the films came with 
a long libretto that showed the 
name of the film and, in the 
tragedies, was explained what’s 
going on there. 

TBP : Did you hand them out at 
the theater? 

S.S. : Everyone received one — 
a program. We received them 
ready and we gave them to the 
typography, a small printing 
place, and they made 200-250 
copies for Saturday. On Sunday 
they made 500. 

Of course, there were some big 
pieces of paper, about 50 of 
them, which we pasted on walls 
near the synagogues and on the 
kiosks 


They considered that I am 
composing these explanations 
myself. Well, I didn’t because it 
came with the film. But they 
thought it and had some respect 
for one who could write such a 
nice explanation of the film. I 
became famous for writing these 
librettos which I didn’t. 

TBP : Did you sell refreshments 
at the theater — popcorn or tea? 


S.S.: No, no, no, the theatre 
was considered a place you had 
respect for. People were quiet, 
better dressed when they went 
there. Small children weren’t go- 
ing there because it was too ex- 
pensive. 

TBP : Did the people applaud 
the films? 
S.S.: No, the people were too 
serious. They had too much 
respect for the theatre. It was ab- 
solutely quiet. Oi, if somebody 
would raise his voice, the police . 
would right away look to see who 


did it. Sometime, during the 


day, soldiers would come and 
they’d laugh and applaud. But 
at that time, it was considered 
bad taste to admire something 
too much. It meant that you. 
never saw such things. You had 


‘to be sophisticated. 


TBP: Did you do the 
bookkeeping? 

S.S. : No books. We didn’t have 
to know how much we made. As 
long as we had money to pay for 
the electricity and for the 
salaries. We had three 
employees: one man to check 
whether everybody has a ticket, 
one man to run the projector, 
and one man to clean the place. 
We knew the expenses without 
having to write them down. 
TBP : Did the Illusion make 
money? 

S.S. : Of course. We paid about 
375 rubles a month for electrici- 
ty, and salaries was about 70 
rubles a month. The films were, 
let’s say, 200 rubles a month. 
The income was four Saturdays, 
about 500 rubles, four Sundays, 
about 200 rubles, and the rest of 
the days, about 300 rubles. So we 
made about 300 rubles a month, 
which was a very big income. 
People lived with 30 rubles a 
month and even less than that. 
TBP : What kind of projector 
did you have? 

S8.8.: Electric projector but 
completely different from the 
projectors of today. There was a 
semi-circle formed by two op- 
posed electrical sticks through 
which a very strong current runs. 
When they touch and are remov- 
ed again, it forms a fire between 
them. It was Volt who invented 
this. 

The film ran in front of a 
magnifying glass. You moved the 
film with a crank. The projector 
was in a separate box behind the 
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film. Gears made the crank turn 


If we wanted the film to go 
faster, if it was late, we turned it 
faster. Sure, who knew? 

It was called Pathe, Pathe ap- 
paratus, company Pathe Freres 
from Paris. They made the ap- 
paratus and they made most of 


8.8.: They were usually 
scratched, but we never knew 
there are others that are not 
scratched. We thought that’s the 
way it should be. 
TBP : How did you choose the 
films? 
8.8. : I didn’t choose. Whatever 
they sent me, I took it. The ren- 
ting office was Bornstein in 
Odessa. That name cannot go 
out of my head. 
TBP: Since it was a Jewish 
town, did they ever send you 
films especially for Jews? 
8.8. : No, that would have been 
subversive. 
TBP : Did you ever show any 
subversive films? 
S.S.: No. There were always 
police in the theatre to see if we 
showed subversive films. 
Besides, before we announced a 
program, the head of the police 
had to approve. And for that he 
got ten rubles every month. 
Once, we showed Lev [Leo] 
Tolstoy’s funeral. That film was 
not allowed in most parts of 
Russia. It was considered sub- 
versive. Tolstoy was considered 
subversive. To show that film 
the chief had to have an ad- 
ditional ten rubles. 
TBP : Did you pay it? 
S8.S.: No, my father. No, ’m 
not good at that. Even today, for 
bribery, I’m no good. 
TBP : Did you operate the Illu- 
sion all year? 
S.8S.: The theatre operated 
seven days a week, 12 months a 
year, except six weeks before 
Easter — Lent. For those six 


sidewalks, some streets had, 
some not, and they were made of 
wood. Every proprietor had to 
make his own sidewalk, if he 
wanted to. Our theater, the Jllu- 
sion (that’s what we called the 
films, illusions, from the 
French), was on the main street. 
It had a very long courtyard en- 
trance which was lit with electric 
lights from one end to the other. 
In the back was the house. We 
had a very nice marquee with an 
electric windmill on top, turning 
with many colored lights. On the 
marquee, we had the theatre’s 
name, but not the names of the 
pictures. That would have been 
too expensive. 


You see, it was a very 
primitive life, but nevertheless, 
we didn’t suffer from that 
primitiveness. Now, your mother 
asks me, “They didn’t know 
about toilet paper? What did 
they use?” They didn’t know 
that newspapers weren’t good for 
that, but they lived very well. 
One day, two health inspectors 
came from Moscow and one said, 
“There aren’t good facilities here 
for people.” All we had was a lit- 
tle hut, you couldn’t call it a 
bathroom. Well, the other in- 
spector said, “Well, a man com- 
es to see a picture two hours, he 
doesn’t need.” That was the 
answer. 


Film Reviews |: 


THE HOUSE THAT VAN- 
ISHED. Directed by Joseph 
Larraz. Written by Derek 
Ford. Produced by Diana 
Daubenez. With Andrea Allen, 
Karl Lanchbury. At the Astor. 

The House That Vanished 
belongs to a fine tradition of 
cheap fright films in which a 
beautiful young heroine is 
photographed against shadowy 
interiors while she awaits the in- 
evitable gothic horror. In fact, 
House appears on a double bill 
with Let’s Scare Jessica to 
Death, which mostly concerns a 
beautiful young heroine 
photographed against shadowy 
interiors, awaiting some gothic 
horror. However, the principals 
in Jessica speak in an American 
accent, whereas the principals in 
House are English. 

In House, Andrea Allen and 
her boyfriend are out one night 
doing a little breaking and enter- 
ing when they are surprised by 
the owner. They hide. They 
witness a psychopath murder a 
young lady attempting to seduce 
him. He uses a switchblade, and 
there is lots of blood. Then An- 
drea’s boyfriend disappears, 
because he’s been murdered, 
only we don’t know that for sure 


yet. 

Andrea, of course, neglects to 
tell her story to the police 
because (a) she’s too scared, (b) 
no one would believe her, and (c) 
she doesn’t want any trouble. 
“(b)” is correct, but “‘(c)” is the 
result, because she really doesn’t 
get any trouble, outside of a few 
scenes photographed against 
shadowy interiors. Meanwhile, 
we meet Paul, an obvious psy- 
chopath with a vast collection of 
death masks that he obviously 
molds from the faces of the girls 
he’s murdered. Later, we see 


‘Paul making passionate love to 


his 50-year-old aunt, providing a 
sound psychological basis for his 
pathology. 

All of the action takes place 
without involving the audience 
in the least. The screenplay is 
cold and vaguely repellent, yet 
composed of elements so familiar 
that the audience sits, stunned, 
not daring to believe that they 
are witnessing such a non-event. 
Director Larraz has elevated 
boredom to a science; he fills 
time with scenes and lines that 
might as well be in a hundred 
other cheap gothic thrillers of the 
past dozen years. As in The 
House That Screamed, The 
Dunwich Horror and like- 
minded trash filmed on a low 
budget and destined for drive- 
ins, this story unfolds with all 
the excitement and predictabili- 
ty of a Colonel Sanders dinner. 
The producers could have saved 
themselves their modest trouble 
by slapping a new set of credits 
on any of the above-mentioned 


films.

THE EDUCATION OF SON- 
NY CARSON. Directed by 
Michael Campus. Screenplay 
by Fred Hudson, based on the 
book by Sonny Carson. With 
Rony Clanton, Paul Benjamin, 
Joyce Walker. At the Saxon. 


The Education of Sonny Car- 
son is a brochure for the college 
of hard knocks that will en- 
courage very few applicants for 
autumn matriculation. 

The education of which the 
movie speaks is the Dickensian 
education of adaptation to en- 
vironment. Curiously, the in- 
cidents that constitute the 
education of Sonny Carson 
might have been more effective if 
shown in reverse order. This is 
suggested by some brief 


flashbacks as Sonny tries to pick 
chis way through a network of 
‘robbery, gang war, police 
brutality, poverty and conformi- 
ty to the expectations of white 
society, in order to discover, if he 
can, why he is in prison. The cir- 
cumstances are impossible to 
fathom and the blame rather dif- 
ficult to place. But then blame is 
a concept irrelevant to a story 
that draws its insights from 
history and social movements, 
rather than from psychology or 
myth. At least The Education of 
Sonny Carson is built on a firmer 
historical and dramatic founda- 
tion than were all those movies 
(like Compulsion and The Left- 
Handed Gun) about crime and 
motivation that emerged in the 
heyday of pop psychology. 
On a firmer foundation, yes. 
But whereas Sonny Carson’s 
book, on which the film is based, 
may have been fine as printed 
autobiography, the screenwriter 
and director have not met the 
challenge of translating it to the 
screen. The film teeter-totters 
between exceptionally graphic 
violence and insufficiently 
dramatized prison sequences, 
where a close-up of Sonny’s face 
is meant to represent introspec- 
tion. Numerous scenes might be 
called “impressionistic,” if not 
sketchy. 
The issues confronted by the 
parole board, for instance — 
issues of abiding by laws and 
conforming to all sorts of 
repressive expectations — are 
issues that needed to be 
dramatized throughout the pic- 
ture rather than made the sub- 
ject of a single verbal debate, 
with alternating shots of Sonny 
and the parole board spokesman 
‘as he intones a list of conven- 
tional virtues. 
But if the direction leaves 
something to be desired, the ac- 
ting more than adequately meets 
the requirements of the material. 
Watching these “ghetto youths” 
——— Please turn to page 8

The 


Soul of Little Feat

Some of you may not have 
known and many of you may not 
have cared. But -for us Feat 
fetishists, the year’s rumors, fan- 
ning out across the country by 
way of musicians and writers 
who should have known better, 
played havoc with our hearts. 
Little Feat, Lowell George’s 
motley, miraculous aggregation, 
was said to have broken up and 
reformed any number of times 
and was now either “very much 
alive’’ or “completely dead, 
believe me,’’ depending on 
whom you talked to. 

Well, Little Feat performed at 
Paul’s Mall two weekends back, 
perhaps a changed group but 
composed of exactly the same 
players who made up Little Feat 
the last time we knew them. 
Which clears up the question of 
whether they’re dead or alive. 
And Lowell George, Little Feat’s 
Big Toe, slide guitarist and lead 
singer, attempted to clarify for 
me the twists and turns of the 
group’s recent history. 

According to Lowell, the 
members of the band, in order to 
keep themselves in tacos and 
threads after the Dixie Chicken 
tour, took on various lucrative 
projects. Most did session work, 
some toured with other bands, 
but all had Little Feat in mind. 


For a month or so, though, there 
was no communication about the 
group’s ongoing status, and that 
was when the rumors of a break- 
up began to proliferate. Had the 
band not gotten out of Los 
Angeles to record (“there were 
always lunatics dropping in from 
off the streets’’) it might actually 
have broken up. But a studio was 
discovered — former Lovin’ 
Spoonful Steve Boone’s Blue 
Seas, in Hunt’s Valley, 
Maryland — which was suf- 
ficiently distant from beautiful 
downtown Laurel Canyon to in- 
sure a concerted recording effort. 

It became obvious, talking to 
Lowell, that he had been the one 
responsible for keeping the idea 
of Little Feat alive. Which 
makes sense, because Feat has 
always been his band, an out- 
growth of his sensibility. But the 
price he seems to have paid may 
have been too great. Deliberate- 
ly, he has become more or less 
just one of the band, affording 
more solo time to pianist Bill 
Payne and guitarist Paul 
Barrere, singing a little leas, and 
writing songs that fit into the 
nouveau funk groove the rest of 
the band seems to prefer. 

This, then, strikes me as the 
unhappy truth about Little 
Feat’s fourth and latest recor-

ding, Feats Don’t Fail Me Now. 
We still hear a tight, intelligent, 
flexible rhythm section (Richie 
Hayward on drums, Sammy 
Clayton on congas, Ken Gradney 
on bass). In fact, compared to 
the previous albums, this may be 
Feat’s strongest effort in terms of 
danceable, insinuating rhythm. 
The remakes of “Cold, Cold, 


Cold” and “Tripe Face Boogie,” 
songs that first appeared on 
Sailin’ Shoes, show a heightened 
sense of drama, clearer recor- 
ding, and, cliche of cliches, a 
better beat. 

And the sound is still a miracle 
of moving parts. Bill Payne’s 
tinkling piano, at times country 
& western, at times Karlheinz 
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Stockhausen, blends with Paul 
Barrere’s phased guitar and 
Lowell’s booming slide to create 
one of rock’s most distinctive 
ensemble sounds. Lowell’s sing- 
ing, as always, is effortlessly 
effective, ornate and perfectly 
timed. 

But, with a few exceptions, the 
songs show little of the great 
George imagination. The ‘Cold 
Cold Cold/ Tripe Face Boogie” 
medley has some brilliant jam- 
ming (Lowell’s slide work 
throughout the album is 
breathtaking), and Bill Payne’s 
“Oh Atlanta” and Lowell and 
Fred Martin’s “Feats Don’t Fail 
Me Now”’ are better than 
average boogies. However, taken

grooves “Skin It Back,” “Down 


g The Road” and ‘Spanish 


Moon,” they present a repetitive 
and, dare I say it about Little 
Feat, slightly boring musical 
facade. 


The only two songs which re- 
mind us that and, oc- 
casionally, Bill Payne are 
capable of wringing mad marvels 
out of the most mundane of rock 
stuff are “Rock ‘N Roll Doctor” 
and “The Fan.” The first, whose 
theme you’ve heard in the 
Rascals’ “‘Good Lovin’” and 

ingo’s “Oh My My,” is a decep- 
tively lazy, suction-syncopated 
masterpiece; the second, a varia- 
tion on the groupie story, is 
probably the most Zappaesque 
thing George has ever done, full 
of machine-gun rhythms and 
tongue-in-cheek teenage im- 
agery. They stand with Little 
Feat’s best, but they’re not 
enough to rescue Feats Don’t 
Fail Me Now from the slough of 
mere competence. 

At the Mall, Lowell’s decision 
to democratize the band was 
equally evident but less distur- 
bing. There were any number of 
moments that found me 
screaming (under my breath, of 
course) to Bill Payne to stop 
playing those ridiculously 
drawn-out solos, take-offs (at 
least I hope they were take-offs) 
on Keith Emerson’s brand of 
pianistic masturbation. These 
solos, which halted the momen- 
tum of several numbers 
otherwise successful, told me that 
Lowell had stopped trying to be 
a restraining influence on his 
talented but crazed piano 
player. 

But because Feat played 
material from various of their 
albums, and played it extremely 
well, with more obvious enjoy- 
ment than ever before, the 
problem of George’s receding 
into the band became slightly 
academic. “Dixie Chicken” and 
“Fat Man In The Bathtub” were 
easily equal to the album ver- 
sions; “On Your Way Down” and 
“Sailin’ Shoes’’ were better. 
Most of the songs were extended 
by jams, some of which were ex- 
ceptional and some of which 
(hello Bill Payne) flew off the 
handle. Paul Barrere is a much 
improved guitarist: his blues 
lines were dexterous and 
marvelously textured. When he 
teamed with Lowell, the inspired 
interaction was as surprising to 
the musicians as it was to the 
audience. 

But Lowell was the instrumen- 
talist to hear. His slide guitar 
work was better than I 
remembered, gorgeously colored 
and full of agile twists and turns. 
And his singing was strong and 
convincingly bluesy. But it is 
George’s presence that makes 
Little Feat something above and 
beyond a collection of extraor- 
dinary musicians. When he en- 
cored with “‘Willin’” he held the 
audience in his thrall, hesitating 
deliciously before entering the 
last chorus of ‘“‘weeds, whites and 
wine.” It would be a shame if 
keeping Little Feat together 
meant a more inhibited front 
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Dazed Nights With Charles Farrell

“Hi Bob,” said the voice on 
the other end of the telephone, 
“my name is Charles Farrell and 
I’m a piano player. I thought you 
might like to hear the music I’m 
playing at home with a 
drummer; maybe you could 
write something about it. I doubt 
that I'll ever get work playing 
this music, but it’s so strong it’s 
got to be heard.” 

This was an evening in early 
April, and I had just come off an 
eight-hour drive from 
Washington; otherwise I might 
have dodged this unusual come- 
on and forgotten all about 
Charles Farrell. I had been hear- 
ing about him for nearly six 
months, however, so I was more 
intrigued than put off. Back in 
November, a clerk at Music City 
who noticed me browsing in the 
jazz bargain bins confided that 
the strongest piano in town was 
being played in the Mediterra- 
nean of the Chestnut 
Hill Hotel by one Charles Farrell 
(the clerk turned out to be 
Charles’s bassist). In the winter, 
my friend John started telling 
me stories about an amazing 
pianist, a neighbor of his in New- 
ton, who had been fired from a 
gig at the Casablanca for playing 
too hard and was constantly 
hassled by his current boss in 
Chestnut Hill. 

John is an old and reliable 
listening companion, so it meant 
something when he insisted that 
Farrell could play everything 
“from stride to outside.” Images 
of a young, white Jaki Byard im- 
mediately began to form. 
Sometime back in March, John 
and I were with one of John’s old 
Newton roommates, Orest. John 
started talking about Charles 
Farrell again, and suggested we 
head out to the Mediterranean 
Lounge, but Orest informed us 
that Charles had given up the 
gig. Seems that Charles had 
phoned Sonny Rollins in New 
York, arranged to audition for 
Sonny’s band and left town. 

And now the elusive Charles 
had found me. “The audition 


with Sonny was a drag, man. I 
think he was expecting someone 
older and black. Anyway, I'm 
more into my duo now, although 
I’m back at the Mediterranean 
on Sunday and Monday nights 
to earn some money.”’ Charles 
insisted that I hear him at home. 

A few days later his drummer, 
Jim, called; next Wednesday 
would be alright. “Oh, Charles 
wanted me to tell you one thing. 
He never speaks on Wednesdays. 
It’s this spiritual thing he’s in- 
to.” This conversation was punc- 
tuated by a ferociously barking 
dog, which Jim would oc- 
casionally excuse himself to 
scream at. 

I began to wonder what I was 
getting into. The barking dogs 
and silent Wednesdays 
suggested that this would not be 
an ordinary evening around the 
family piano. I suddenly felt that 
a larger audience was called for, 
and got Jim’s okay to invite 
Orest along. Orest jumped at the 
chance to hear Charles at home, 
having recently caught a night at 
the Mediterranean in which 
Charles accompanied a middle- 
aged singer with little voice and 
a fondness for “Moonlight in 
Vermont.” I was also informed 
that Charles had a new look; his 
head, which once sprouted 
waist-length hair, had been 
totally shaven, but a full beard 
remained. 

_The scene at Charles’s pad 
was as singular as his circular 
wire-rim shades and runaway 
beard. What should have been a 
living room or den contained a 
beautiful new Yamaha grand, a 
set of marimbas, with just 
enough space remaining to set 
up drums. The listeners would 
have to sit in the long hallway, 
which was lined with record 
shelves. I met Charles’s wife and 
one-year-old son, and proceeded 
to “converse” with the silent 
pianist (spending ten minutes 
pulling records out of the shelves 
and eliciting approving nods of 
varying intensity). The listeners 
fanned out in the hallway — I

got the choice seat, on one of the 
stereo speakers, closest to the 
piano — and the music began. 

I was expecting something 
“outside” and wasn’t disap- 
pointed. Charles’s point of 
departure was clearly Cecil 
Taylor (his record shelves con- 
tained almost every Taylor 
album), and the rapid bursts of 
arpeggios and harmonic clusters 
were faithful to both Taylor’s 
technique and his conception. 
The piano-drum interaction, 
with musical pressures rising 
and falling in waves, also 
reflected Cecil’s empathy with 
drummer Andrew Cyrille. 
Charles attacked the keyboard 
with broad arm strokes, intent 
on becoming a drummer himself; 
at times his hands would leave 
the keys and rap abstract 
paradiddles on the piano’s top. 

Here we were, a few blocks 
from Newton Centre, and this 
young demon was in his living 
room playing like Cecil Taylor. 
For all the power generated by 
the duo, however, the music was 
cramped by the tight space; 
Charles couldn’t have played 
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louder, but many of nis notes 
were muffled by the drum figures 
that hung in the room. Interac- 
tion seemed a bit jammed as 
well; Jim was reacting to 
Charles, but often the reactions 
came two seconds too late (a 
world of time in spontaneous 
collective music). 

They stopped after 30 
minutes; I told Charles he had 
lived up to his rep. Orest asked 
Charles why he didn’t play some 
bop; Charles just shook his head, 
and Jim explained that they 
were committed to playing this 
undefinable form as often as 
possible. I told Charles I would 
catch him at the club, and left. 

The article about Charles 
didn’t get written; I made one or 
two attempts to visit the 
Mediterranean but never did get 
to Chestnut Hill. As the summer 
passed, other sounds and events 
pushed Charles to the back of 
my mind. 

Then last week another phone 
call. ‘“‘Hi man, it’s Charles. 
Listen, I’ve got to get something 
going. The duo broke up, and I 
lost my bar gig. I’m playing solo 
at home now, but no one is hear- 
ing it. Why don’t you come out 
and see if you want to write 
something.” I couldn’t promise 
about writing, but I did want to 
hear Charles solo, and this time I 
would plan not to appear on 
Wednesday. “Oh any night will 
be fine. I had to give up my silent 
days, because my son was get- 
ting confused about when he 
could talk to me and expect an 
answer.” 

Back to Newton on a Monday 
night (just to make sure), this 
time with friend John, we were 
greeted by a transformed 
Charles, with hair grown in to 
crewcut length, no beard and a 
free-form handlebar mustache. 
He was wearing a dark and un- 
stylish suit, since his fortunes 
were reversed again and he had 
landed a Friday through Tues- 
day gig at the Backyard, a new 
bar in Newton Centre. (“Charlie 
really hustles gigs,” John ex- 
plained later. “He walks into 
bars, introduces himself to the 
owner as a great piano player, 
and tells the guy how his room 
needs live music.”) The piano 
room was transformed as well, 
with the rows of records now 
against the wall (the space that 
had previously been reserved for 
the drums) and a newfound area 
for two chairs. 

The telephone voice was final- 
ly joined to a body, forming a 
very articulate whole. “The duo 
broke up because each of us were 
progressing faster individually 
than collectively. I just landed 
this gig, but I have to play 
ballads and can’t really play my 
music. Playing jazz doesn’t in- 
terest me anymore, though I still 
listen to it’? — Jackie McLean 
was on the stereo when we arriv- 


ed — “jazz players are beautiful, 
but I can’t play older stuff and 
have it mean as much to me as it 
did to the originators. I’m heavi- 
ly into Balinese music now; it’s 
the most perfect music I’ve 
heard, and it seems to sustain a 
level jazz musicians have tried to 
reach. I’m convinced that we’re 
wrong when we hear time in only 
a linear dimension, and I’m 

ing aware that I may have 
less to do with what I play than 
the trees out that window.” 

We talked and argued for a 
bit, until John asked to hear 
some of this music the trees 
made. “Well, let’s see if I can 
make friends with this piano,” 
Charles said, and in a moment 


|< the room was plunged into full, 
' clear, magnificent piano sound. 


He produced waves of kinetic 
clusters that established a cons- 
tant pattern at first, then 
cautiously expanded and con- 
tracted, becoming sustained or 
clipped. His arms were always in 
motion, yet appeared calm in the 
sureness of their attack. The 
gradual motion continued to 
stretch, then suddenly the wave 
swelled to tidal proportions as 
Charles’s arms gathered in the 
whole keyboard. This was clearly 
the man I heard in the duo of a 
few months back, but now the 
music owed less to sources, 
showed signs of the first steps 
toward unmistakable identity. 

Charles let his last notes dis- 
solve, accepted our stunned 
praise, then invited us to walk 
over to the Backyard and his gig. 
We talked of musicians he ad- 
mired on the way: Rollins, Ayler, 
Parker, Hines, Ellington (“Duke_ 
is the greatest mind of the twen- 
tieth century”). We suggested 
tunes, and I made lame 
arguments about how he 
shouldn’t be so down on playing 
standards. ‘“‘The tunes are 
beautiful,” Charles responded, 
“but I’m just not as involved in 
playing the old way.” His first 
set at the Backyard would have 
fooled me, for he sounded totally 
involved. The songs flowed one 
into the other, “Solitude” to 
“Autumn in New York” to “Star 
Eyes” and so on; all substantial 
pieces and all explored with 
affection and what passes for 
commitment in most players. 
The technique was superb, and 
the sticking keys on the poor 
piano (which Charles would have 
to pry back up as he arpeggiated) 
were barely noticeable. John in- 
troduced me to two members of 
the audience he recognized — 
Charles’s old drummer and bass 
player, both of whom stop in to 
hear him as often as possible. 

I left after Charles had shrugg- 
ed off compliments on his first 
set, promising to return in two 
weeks when the bar will sup- 
posedly have a new piano. As I 
exited, Charlie was back at the 
piano, trying to think of some 
acceptable ballad to accompany 
the crowd’s table talk.

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Jesse Winchester: LEARN TO 
LOVE IT (Bearsville BR 6953) 

Learn to Love It is a deeply 
moving album. /t in the title 
refers to exile in Montreal, to 
which Jesse Winchester long ago 
fled to avoid the draft; the 
record’s pathos comes from 
Winchester’s inability to learn 
what he prescribes. He tries 
hard, even singing two tracks in 
Canadian French, but in one of 
these he confesses that only for 
an instant is he content. Two 
songs justify and celebrate his 
flight, but three are about 
homesickness. 

What makes the album far 
more than simply one man’s sad 
plight. is that the exile it 
describes is spiritual as well as 
geographical. Winchester yearns 
not only for a distant South, but 
also for an absent God. The 
opening cut pleads for revelation 
but doubts God will ever come 
this way again. In “How Far to 
the Horizon?” Winchester pur- 
sues an elusive deity who, like 
the horizon, always recedes. 
.Winchester’s estrangement from 
God becomes so painful that in 
“Defying Gravity” he looks 
forward to death and the end of 
his exile on a forsaken planet. On 
the last track, the haunting 
acappella “I Can’t Stand Up 
Alone,”’ Winchester begs to be 
‘touched by God’s ‘mighty 
hand,” which finally reaches out 
and supports him. This literal 
deus ex machina brings the 
album to a profound and satisfy- 
ing resolution. 

Winchester’s restraint, 
sincerity and pithiness are such 
that Learn To Love It never 
becomes mawkish. In fact, most 
of the tracks are rather cheerful; 


Winchester refuses to indulge in - 


self-pity. His folky melodies are 
simple and beautiful, aided im- 
measurably by Amos Garrett’s 
elegant guitar. A male chorus 
that recalls Ry Cooder’s latest 


record gives the album a gospel 
flavor, but this is earnest gospel, 
not Leon Russell hokum. The 
greatest asset of Learn To Love 
It, however, is Winchester’s sing- 
ing, intimate yet always 
dignified, lovely but always gruff 
enough to remain mortal and 
true.

Man: RHINOS, WINOS AND 
LUNATICS (UA-LA247-G) 
Deke Leonard: 
(UA-LA306-G) 

Man music originates in the 
conflict between Micky Jones, a 
go-with-the-flow type, and Deke 
Leonard, who operates in bursts. 
The interface between the two 
musicians’ modes is always in 
flux, so the music can turn at 
any time to the mood or shape it 
wants. It’s slippery. ‘‘The 
Thunder and Lightning Kid” 
drifts from a drawling, greased- 
pig slide riff into stark universal 
chords without any noticeable 
preparation. Side two progresses 
from Leonard’s guitar fanfare 
(“Intro”) to Jones’s sorrowful 
vocal a la Steve Winwood 
(‘‘Kerosene’’) to ‘‘Scotch 
Corner,” a bright and witty 
number about suicide. 

When the disparate elements 
are drawn together (and the 
amount of dope Man smokes is 
an excellent peace-maker) the 
band takes off into a rock-solid 
groove they call ‘“‘crinting,”’ 


which is what pleases the crowds 


in England — and pleases them 
in spades. ‘Four Day Louise’”’ is 
powerful stuff (they say they’ll 
probably be playing it for the 
next 29 years), Leonard’s pulsing 
guitar tumbling amidst a killer 
piano riff. “Scotch Corner’’ is 
similarly good trucking music. 
The whole shebang sounds like 
nothing else, but suggests the old 
San Francisco acid sqirit. For 
this reason alone this album is 
the sleeper of the year. 
Leonard is actually solid 
enough to record hit singles on 
his own. He has been in and out 
of the Man band three times, 
and the recent success of his 
Iceberg band encouraged him to 
continue his solo career. Unlike 
the Man band, he gives typical 
musical forms a bit of study. He 
still stamps his pseudo-blues 
and suchlike with characteristic 
attributes: plosive arranging and 
pneumatic-hammer guitar. 
When he wants to rock he can in 


a mildly stilted manner, as in 
“The Black Gates of Death.” 
Some of his specialized tunes 
fare better, like the country 
honkin’ “Sharpened Claws” that 
features the fleet fiddle of Byron 
Berline. 


It’s in his own element, the 
musical ethos he also brings to 
Man, that he shines. The melody 
“Cool Summer Rain,” which 
also appears in “Broken Glass 
and Limejuice,” is majestic, the 
kind of theme you dream about. 
“The Devil’s Gloves,” featuring 
most of the rest of the Man band, 
is Quicksilveresque guitar 
boogie. Not as good as Rhinos, 
but worth a listen at least.

Tenor saxophonist Gene 
“‘Jughead”’ Ammons, who died of 
cancer on August 6 at age 49, was 
a unique jazzman in many ways. 
He was the son in this music’s 
most illustrious father-son pair 
— Albert Ammons being an im- 
portant “boogie woogie”’ pianist. 
Alone among beboppers, Gene 
was a featured soloist with im- 
portant black as well as white 
big bands, Billy Eckstine’s and 
Woody Herman’s. Jug had a Top 
20 single, ““My Foolish Heart,” 
in 1950, and his affiliation with 
Prestige lasted nearly a quarter 
century. Busted for possession in 
the early ’60s, he did seven years 
in Illinois’s Statesville prison, 
and after his release picked his 
career up right where it had left 
off. For over two decades 
(including his incarceration) he 
remained, by jazz standards, a 
consistently popular artist. 


Ammons stayed popular 
because his style was rooted in 
the blues: simple, to-the-point 
melodic inventions delivered in a 


gruff yet deeply sonorous ~in- 
strumental voice. In addition, 
his rhythmic vitality and cons- 
tant passion led a few critics 
recently to reevaluate Jug as 
more than a commercial hack. 
Over the years, Prestige has 
placed Ammons in the accepted 
setting of the given moment — 
jam sessions, organ combos, str- 
ing orchestras and, lately, rock- 
based big bands. Brasswind, 
with a West Coast studio group 
assembled and arranged by 
David Axelrod, is representative 
of the saxophonist’s last few 
years. 


Unfortunately, it’s not a par- 
ticularly satisfying album. With 
the exception of Ammons’s title 
piece, the originals are no more 
than ordinary. There is an excess 
of plodding Latin tempos; in 
fact, Carol Kaye’s Fender and 
John Guerin’s drums tend to 
trudge whatever the rhythm. 
Through most of side one, Am- 
mons is leaden, playing as if he 
had forgotten to clear his throat. 
But we do get inventive if brief 
moments from George Duke’s 
piano, and Jug finds his usual 
sound and fire on two jazz stan- 
dards, Monk’s “Round Mid- 
night” and Wes Montgomery’s 
“Cariba.” 


Heavy Axe, Axelrod’s easy- 
listening pop-jazz pastiche, 
suggests why Ammons’s virtues 
were in truth quite cir- 
cumscribed. Jug is a featured 
soloist on “My Family,” while 
another track, ““Get Up Off Your 
Knees,”’ spotlights another sax- 
man (and the album’s producer), 
Cannonball Adderley. Cannon 
can be as funky as they come, 
and on “Knees,” he is, yet his 
more sophisticated tonal- 
technical-rhythmic sense can’t 
help pushing the bluesy pop 
form to its limits, while Ammons 
merely fits that form snugly. It’s 
the difference between a large 
yet quick halfback and a hulk- 
ing, grind-’em-out fullback: 
Cannon simply has more moves. 
Which is not to deny that Gene 
Ammons, like Adderley, had the 
prime qualification for the pop 
jazz game — he played dirty.

Milko Kelemen’s stylistic 
development conforms to a 
typical evolutionary pattern of 
European music in the 1960s. 
This accounts for both my in- 
terest in, and ultimate dis- 
satisfaction with, a crisply 
recorded Philips release devoted 
to his work. Simply stated, the 
trouble with the music of this 
former Messiaen pupil is that it 
sounds as if it could have been 
written by several others. 


Alban Berg’s ghost — at least 
the spirit of “Three Orchestra 
Pieces” — haunts Kelemen’s 
tripartite choral work, ‘“Hom- 
mage a Heinrich Schutz” (1964). 
By blending whispers and laughs 
into updated bel canto and then 
separating once again the noises 
from the tones, this ironic en- 
comium escapes the stranglehold 
of totally organized serial com- 
position that gripped much of 
European music until the early 
1960s. As Kelemen’s design 
turns toward anachronism, 
however, an awareness of his 
sources tends to overwhelm the 
piece’s frail textures. “Surprise” 
(1967) will come as no surprise to 
those familiar with the 1960s 
Debussy vogue championed by, 
among others, Boulez. The 
work’s transparently scored str- 
ing section gradually overlaid 
with low register colors sounds 
more typical than individual. 


Kelemen’s work in the later 
1960s, represented here by 
“Changeant” (1968) for cello and 
orchestra, and ‘‘Compose’”’ 
(1967), reflects his growing in- 
terest in aleatoric writing and 
improvised performance, which 
results in a diminished sense of 
structure. Waves and points of 
orchestral timbres in asyn- 
tagmatic rhythms surround the 
solo instruments, whose voices 
are constantly smothered by the 
shrill textures and gaudy colors 
(chains dropped on a gong, harp- 
sichord sweeps, etc.) in 
Kelemen’s overextended palette. 

The great registrational and 
dynamic ranges, the timbral 
variety, and the reduced phrase 
lengths characteristic of 
Kelemen’s solo writing always 
remain within the confines of 
familiar idioms. Fortunately, 
Kelemen has chosen the extraor- 


_dinary cellist Siegfried Palm for 


“Changeant” and Alfons and 
Aloys Kontarsky, the contem- 
porary piano repertory’s 
Katzenjammer kids, for ““Com- 
pose.” All manage honorably to 
perform Kelemen’s stale brand 
of musical fisticuffs.

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Theatre: Sloshed and Saved in Somerville

THE DRUNKARD or THE 
FALLEN SAVED by W.H. 
Smith. Adapted by Duffy 
Marks. Directed by Van

“‘Somerstock.’’ (Closed.) 


“The Drunkard’’ was first 
presented at the old Boston 
Museum in 1844, and we’ve 
come a long way, baby. 
Theatrical conventions have 
changed considerably, thank 
God, and this moralistic saga of 
the character-corroding effects of 
“demon rum” looks today like 
some tripped-out propaganda 
piece by the “glory that was 
grass’’ contingent of the late ’60s. 

Administered a dose of tanna 
leaves, perhaps, by the fledgling 
“‘Somerstock” company, this 
mummified melodrama once 
again rears its campy head in 
this its ole hometown. And as the 
stylistic grotesqueries of 19th- 
century theatre have faded into 
oblivion, the playlet — with its 
two-dimensional characters, its 
paint-by-numbers plot con- 
trivances and its Billy Graham 
tone — appears more terrible, 
hence more fun, than ever. No 
doubt a tight production of ““The 
Drunkard” would be amusing, 
but the hit-or-miss production 
and community theatre flavor of 
the “Somerstock” group only 
enhances the aesthetically pleas- 
ing awfulness that is the play’s 
trump-card. 

The appeal of this old tinny - 
piano - and - cardboard - 
backdrop temperance-inspired 
piece is undeniable, but for 
Somerville’s resident theatre 
group there is irony-plus. “The 
Drunkard” concerns the tragical 
downfall of an upstanding son of 
the bucolic haven of Somerville. 
snatched by devil drink and 
spirited away to the gutters of 
big bad Boston to meet his rum- 
my ruin. Perhaps the piece 
would be more effective today 
(despite its stylistic silliness) 
were it not that the poor chap’s 
redemption seems as awful as his 
fall — he’s dried out by a local 
philanthropist and sent back to 
Somerville. And whether this 
sentimental journey from the 


Combat Zone to Union Square is 
indicative of upward or 
downward mobility is a matter 
open to debate. The peaceful 
New England village — she ain’t 


. what she used to be. 


Admittedly, it’s great fun to 
giggle at exposition like “Oh, 
Lawyer Cribbs, have you seen 
my poor little half-witted sister, 
Agnes?” and lines like ““Mary’s a 
wildflower on the open heath just 
waiting to be plucked by a 
plucky lad like yourself.” Still, 
the Somerstock production has 
its problems. 

The audience spends a 
sizeable portion of the first act in 
the dark, waiting for the 
minimal scenery to be shifted. 
As the play consists of 22 scenes 
and the makeshift playing space 
in which Somerstock is 
quartered is equipped with no 
fancy fly space or turntable, it 
‘might have been wiser to skip 
the rudimentary windows and 
doors that must be scuttled 
noisily on and off. However, the 
‘“‘village landscape’’ scenes, 
enacted behind an ornate picture 
frame and backed by some card- 
board woods in autumnal colors, 
are most effective and involve no 
on-the-spot construction. 

“The Drunkard’s” cast runs 
the gamut from respectable to 
pretty raunchy, and only the 
best of them are capable of play- 
ing this unintentionally . ironic 
jab in the ribs of Americana 
without overdoing it. James 
Butterfield is particularly 
successful as “‘the hero,”’ modify- 
ing his Byronesque posturing 
with enough honest acting to 
make himself believable as the 
distraught swain with a 
weakness for brandy. Since “The 
Drunkard” was not intended as a 
spoof to begin with, this 
character has to weather 
delirium tremens and an 
attempted suicide before he is 
“‘saved,’’ and Butterfield 
handles these crises admirably. 

Jennifer Levit is appropriately 
saccharine as the put-upon but 
persevering “Stand By Your 
Man”-type spouse and Peter 
Haydu is perfect as the hero’s 
bumpkin brother — the

homespun Yank. The crazy 
sister, a kind of poor 
playwright’s Ophelia, is handled 
bravely by Clare Sztucinsky, 
and Harry Cooper is malevole: 
(“Revenge and avarice are t... 
master passions of my nature”’) 
if a little wooden as the 
blackguard Lawyer Cribbs. 
Most of the cast, however, 
isn’t ready for the big time yet, 
and the fellow who plays the 
philanthropist appears to 
sleepwalk through his part. 
Stacy Rafferty, playing the 
“fatherless child’ of the piece, 
remembers no lines except 
“Father dear Father,” “Mother, 
dear Mother” and “Don’t Cry,”

Q: I was intrigued during the Senate Watergate hearing to hear 
Maurice Stans describe himself as a member of the Accountants’ 
Hall of Fame. I ask every accountant I meet but, so far, none of 
them have heard of such an institution. If Stans wasn’t lying 
about that also, I'd very much like to visit the place. (Do they 
have statues of the members wearing togas? Do they have bronzed 
copies of their greatest audits?) I’d appreciate any information 
you can get on this. — R.M., Jamaica Plains. 

A: If you really want to visit it, it’s going to cost you a trip to Colum- 
bus, Ohio. The Ohio State University Accountants’ Hall of Fame, 
founded by the faculty of the accounting department there in 
1950, presently has 34 members ensconced in its hallowed hails. 
Maurice himself was accorded the honor of admission around 
1964. It sort of resembles baseball’s hall of fame. Pictures of all the 
members and citations detailing their accomplishments hang in a 
hall in the University accounting department. A board of 45 
prominent accountants from around the world meets each year 
and nominates new members, though they neglected to pick 
anyone from the years 1968 to 1973. This year a fellow named 
Robert Trueblood was admitted posthumously. 

Q: Who wrote the song “Raindrops” sung by Dee Clark around 1960? 
— R.B., Waltham. 

A: Dee Clark. 

Q: When and where can I get to see Gato Barbieri in person? —J.H., 
Newton Centre. 

A: He ought to be in town sometime in late September, though no 
dates have been confirmed yet. 

Q: I recently purchased a Dodge van. I enjoy it a great deal, but there 
is one problem. There are no windows on the sides or on the back 
door, and when the weather gets warm so does the inside of the 
van. Do you know of a place where I can get some kind of ventila- 
tion put in for the sides and especially for the roof? — S.P., 
Boston. 

A: The people at A&J Auto Body in Somerville say that any 
reputable body shop ought to be able to handle the job. 

Q: I read with interest the question in your column last week concer- 
ning the possibility that recovery from smallpox has an im- 
munizing effect on cancer, and the answer that there is no data to 
support that contention. Isn’t there a kind of vaccination which 
will reduce certain kinds of cancer, though? — R.M., Brookline. 

A: There is an apparent immunologically-induced regression in cer- 
taim cancers — melanoma, for example — following BCG vaccina- 
tion. BCG is a live-bacteria tuberculosis vaccine (named for 
Bacillus Calmette-Guerin, the Frenchman who developed it). It is 
not an anti-cancer drug as such, but it does appear to be a power- 
ful-tool for turning on the body’s immunity system. Injected 
directly into cancer lesions, it can cause a responsive immunity 
system to send anti-tuberculosis antibodies to the scene to fight 
the invaders. In some patients, this defense against bacterial in- 
vaders destroys cancer cells as well. This seems to be the real 
thing. However, no one has yet shown that the countries in which 
BCG vaccination has been widespread have any reduction in the 
incidence of cancer. 

Q: Is there such a thing as a glass key for a glass door? — J.D., 
Boston. 

: Not that we have heard of. 

: I'd like to know if Dan Wakefield will be lecturing or appearing in 
the Boston-area in the near future.
